Government Relief Measures 


USING THE PALESTINE 
TAXPAYER’S MONEY 


Need For More Constructive View 


{From a Correspondeni] 


The High Commissioner’s announcement on_ the 
proposed loans and grants-in-aid to relieve unemploy- 
ment and distress in Palestine has been warmly 
welcomed by the Yishuyv and the Jewish Agency. The 
Press has expressed the wholehearted appreciation of 
the Yishuv,. congratulating the Government on its 
decision to spend £750,000 for the amelioration of the 
crisis, Which was endangering the whole economic fabric 
of the country. | 

Coming, as it has, after years of faisser-faire, this 
first large-scale Government measure in the economic 
field must be considered as a valuable change in a policy 
which has been justly criticised. 

Yet, with the fullest appreciation of the Government's 
decision, some of the statements in the High Com- 
missioner’s speech require clarification, for they create 
& very wrong impression regarding the actual position 
and the circumstances which led to “ unemployment 
and poverty prevailing now in the coumtry.” 

Such expressions as “ the generosity of His Majesty's 
Government” and the “ necessity of not only taking 
but also giving” call for special comment. 


From Palestinians’ Own Pockets 


It ought to be stressed that the money which the 
Government is going to spend in loans and grants-in- 
aid has come from the funds of the Palestine Treasury. 
It has come from the pockets of the Palestinian tax- 
payers, and is, in fact, a surplus accumulated in years 
of prosperity precisely for use on a “rainy day.” So 
it is quite inappropriate to speak of the Palestine 
Treasury making a sacrifice or performing an act of 
generosity. 

The Yishuv can certainly not be accused of not 
seeking to help itself—by way of self-taxation for un- 
employment relief—to keep the wheels of the Com- 
munity going, and to maintain the essential services. 
Many hundreds of thousands of pounds have been 
provided by the Yishuv to combat the crisis. : 

The question of responsibility for the present state 
of affairs cannot be easily shelved. There would cer- 
tainly have been no serious “ poverty and hardship ” 
in the country if the Government had responded in time 
‘to the urgent appeals made by the Jewish Agency and 
the Vaad Leumi for adequate constructive measures 
to meet the emergency. The deterioration of the Pales- 
tine economic position is largely due to the lack of 
such measures, possibly even more to the obstacles which 
have been put in the way of carrying Out various 
schemes which would long ago have solved the problem 
of unemployment and prevented a debacle in the citrus 


industry. 
Government’s Unhelpful Attitude 


If the Government had not delayed the floating of 
the municipal loans, and if it had granted facilities for 
export, the situation would have never taken such a 
grave turn, Yet when the municipalities of Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa were clamouring for loans for reconstruc- 
tive work the Palestine Government created endless 
difficulties. |

Australian Senate's Attitude 


DISQUIETING STATEMENT 
BY MINISTER 


“ Policy Opposed to Large 
Settlement ” 


The following is the full text of the questions and 
replies given in the Australian Senate regarding the 
Kimberley settlement proposal and Jewish migration 
in general : 

Senator E. B. Johnston: “ Will the Minister for the 
Interior state whether the Government has considered 
the representations made to it by Dr. Steinberg for a 
Special settlement of European migrants in the Kim- 
berley district of Western Australia? If so, what 
decision, if any, has been reached?” 

Senator Foll (Minister of the Interior): “1 know of 
no representations made to the Government. im connec- 
tion with this matter, but the general policy of the 
Government is opposed to the encouragement of the 
settlement of large numbers of forcigners in any one

area. The Government has not encouraged settlement 
of that kind, but, when any official representations on 
the subject come to my notice, they will receive 
consideration.” 

Senator Keane: “ Will the Minister for the Interior 
indicate the attitude of his department to the subject 
of Jewish migration, and the action taken by the 
Government in regard to it?” 

Senator Foll: “Since the outbreak of war Jewish 
migration to this country has practically ceased, due 
mainly to the fact that a large number of these unfortu- 
nate refugees are in enemy countries. About the only 
kind of migrants coming to this country at the present 
time are the relatives or parents of those who have 
already gained admission, and who are in neutral or 
British countries.” 


MELBOURNE TRADES HALL COUNCIL 
APPROVES SETTLEMENT 


At a meeting of the Trades Hall Council, in 
Melbourne last month, a resolution was passed approv- 
ing the proposed settlement of Jews in Kimberley, sub- 
ject to the safeguards proposed by the Western 
There was some opposition 
to the resolution, but only on the grounds that the 
Kimberley area was unsuitable for Europeans, or that 
a freer form of immigration into Australia should be 
made available to Jews.

Captain of U.S.S. Tuscaloosa 


Under the heading “A Note to Hitler,” the following 
editorial has been published by the Washington TIMEs- 
Heratp: “The man who saved 577 of your sailors 
from death when they obeyed your order to scuttle the 
Nazi luxury. liner Columbus is a Jew. His name ts 
Harry A. Badt and he was born in Tyler, Texas, on 
September 22, 1884. He commands the U.SS. 
Tuscaloosa by commission from the Government of the 
United States to defend freedom of conscience, freedom 
of speech, freedom of the Press, and freedom of move- 
ment for free people. Would any of your men on the 
Columbus,” the newspaper asks, “ have rescued Captain 
Badt had they found him where he found them?” 

Meanwhile—apparently in blissful ignorance—the 
German Embassy has conveyed. to the American 
Government its appreciation of the kindness shown to 
the crew of the Columbus by the United States crusser 
and particularly by its commander, Captain Badt. 


Captain Badt'’s Career 


Captain Badt, whose father, Mr. Joe Badt. ts one 
of the leading citizens of Mt. Pleasant, Texas, was 
trained at the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, graduating in 1908. 

In the course of the next thirty-one years, he achieved 
the highest rating as a navigator. He rose steadily in 
rank from ensign, lieutenant, lieutenant-commander, 
and finally to commander during the . st war, serving 
in the U.S.S. Arizona, Minneapolis, and Minnesota. 
He had the hazardous and responsible job of convoying 
troop and cargo ships across the Atlantic. As Com- 
mander of the Tuscaloosa, Captain Badt had his ship 
selected to carry President Roosevelt on his last 
Canadian cruise. The Tuscaloosa was chosen for the 
South American goodwill cruise: and some time before 
Badt went to the Aleutian Islands to survey uncharted 
walers.

of a lot of traitors.” 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN: 


“7 deny that I asked my right hon. friend to take another office on account of prejudice 


aroused by the fact that he was a Jew. 


Our Lobby Correspondent writes: 


The long-awaited debate in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday was something of a flop. Mr. Hore-Belisha 
took only eleven minutes to make a personal statement 
on his resignation as Secretary of State for War. The 
public demand to hear him was very great, but from the 
point of view of drama the occasion proved disappoint- 
ing. Mr. Hore-Belisha was pale but self-possessed as 
he avowed that he had no thought but that of winning 
the war. No resigning Minister has ever made a more 
dignified speech. The greatest possible cheering in the 
crowded and expectant House was when he declared that 
“ it did not occur to me to consider that we were making 
the army too democratic to fight for democracy.” 

Neither he nor the Prime Minister, who followed him, 
gave the House the reason for his removal from the War 
Office. ‘They gave only hints. Mr. Hore-Beiisha said 
he could not accept the offer of the Board of Trade, 
because he could not feel the assurance that the con- 
siderations that had persuaded the Prime Minister to 
make the change would allow of the energetic discharge 
of that office. 

A listener got the idea that the key-word of the debate 
was “ friction.” Mr. Chamberlain referred to Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s “vigorous personality.” It was essentual, 
especially in wartime, that the machinery of Government 
should work with the maximum of efficiency and the 
“minimum of friction.” He had become aware of 
difficulties arising out of Mr. Hore-Belisha’s “ very 
great qualities.” 

Mr. Attlee recognised the difficulty of Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s qualities and soid that no doubt there were 
difficulties.” Muarster was generating more 
“friction” than was worth while,-no doubt, said Mr. 
Attlee, he had much better go. 


Difficulties 


The gist of Mr. Chamberlain's statement lay in his 
denial of the stories that had been published such as 
that of military pressure, rather than in a positive siate- 
ment of the true story. 

Colonel Wedgwood’s charge, made later in the debate, 
that the Prime Minister had “sacked the only Jew in 
the Cabinet at the request of traitors,” brought a denial 
that Mr. Hore-Belisha was dismissed because he was a 
Jew. 

In the Lobby afterwards, there was general agreement 
that the promised sensational debate had fizzled out. 
Some Members were puzzled by Mr. Chamberlain's 
restraint and his insistence on a Prime Minister's right 
to do as he pleased in making changes without giving 
reasons. An admirer of Mr. Chamberlain owned that 
he had never heard his leader “so bad.” One of the 
chief things that interested the House was that the Prime 
Minister’s closing words were interpreted as pointing to 
an opportunity before long for Mr. Hore-Belisha to 
rejoin the Government. The odd feature of the debate 
was a significant one: the cheers which greeted Mr. 
Attlee’s denunciation not only of military pressure but 
of newspaper pressure. Clearly Members were not 
pleased with the manner in which the Press had dealt 
with Mr. Hore-Belisha’s resignation in the first flush of 
surprise. 


“No Denials of Prejudice ” 


The specifically Jewish interest in the debate arose when 
CoLonet J. C. WepGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) 
said: .“ Unfortunately, there have been no denials of the 
prejudice felt in certain exalted circles against the particular 
holding of that post by a man who is a Jew and who is the 
centre of the Goebbels propaganda. It is because there has 
been no denial of that and because all the other stories have 
been expunged that we must come back to the fact that 
there was prejudice against a man because he was a Jew. 
What circles did get hold of the Prime Minister with these 
stories? |

“If it were a personal matter no one would mind much, 
for we have got beyond personalities after five months of 
war, but it is because we all know the circles where this sort 
of tittle-tattle and prejudice hangs out that the country is 
disturbed. It comes from that crypto-Fascist or openly 
Fascist clique which is very often found among retired 
officers of the Army and elsewhere, from the * Link’ and 
all that body of pro-Germans who, right up to the beginning 
of the war, were sympathising with Nazi doctrines. 

“ These people presumably exercised their pressure. They 
mace the difficulties, and the Prime Minister, not knowing 
it would please the enemy and not help our friends, pleased 
Germany by sacking the only Jew in the Cabinet at the 
request of a lot of—-let us call them traitors, because that is 
what they are, or were before the war started.” 


“ Because He Was a Jew” 


Mr. Vxvyan Apams (Con., Leeds, W.): “ The right hon. 
and gallant gentleman. does not really suggest that the 
Government want to please Germany?” , 

Colonel Wedgwood: “ No, I do not think they want to 
please Germany, but they want to please the very exalted 
circles that want to please Germany.” 

Vir. J. McGovern (1LL.P., Shettleston): “Is the right hon. 
and gallant gentleman making the charge that the Prime 
Minister dismisséd the Minister for War on representations 
because he was a Jew?” 

Colonel Wedgwood: “I am sure that that was the basis 
of the prejudice which the Prime Ministér admitted existed.” 

Mr. McGovern: “Cannot the Prime Minister give a 
denial or an. affirmation of that statement?” 


“I Deny It Entirely ” 


The Prime Minister: “1 hardly thought the statement 
was worth a demal, but since I have been asked. of course 
I deny it. 1 deny it entirely.” 

Colonel Wedgwood: *“ The Prime Minister denies that the 
Secretary of State was dismissed because he was a Jew. 
He cannot deny that the prejudice against him was because 


he was a Jew.” 


(he Prime Minister: “I deny that I dismissed—as the 
fight hon. and gallant gentleman incorrectly called it—I 
deny that I asked my right hon. friend to take another 
office from that which he was occupying on account of 
prejudice aroused by the fact that he was a Jew.” 

Colone! Wedgwood: “ May I ask the right hon. gentleman 
what was the prejudice if it was not based on the fact that 
he was a Jew?” ; 

[he Prime Minister: “I have already given in my state- 
ment the reasons why I do not think it would be in the 
public interest to publish all those considerations which 
weighed with me in forming my judgment, and I cannot 
depart from that now.”

NON-JEWS JOIN IN JEWISH 
MOVEMENT 


Preserving Humanity’s Ideals in 
War-Time 


By the Rev. J. HALPERN 


The practice of reading a chapter of the Bible daily 
is an old one, and commends itself especially to the 
English-speaking people. English as a language has 
its roots deep in the authorised version of the Old 
Testament, loved and venerated by countless generations 
of Englishmen. In the foremost English newspapers, 
the daily extracts from the Scriptures printed on the 
front page are an appreciated feature. There are a 
number of Bible Reading Societies among non-Jews. 

When the late Dr. A. M. Silbermann suggested to me 
the formation of a Bible Readers’ Union for Jews in 
this country, I was sceptical of its success. For, strangely 
enough, our Community is not known for its attach- 
ment and devotion to Biblical studies. Even in our 
schools and Hebrew classes, we prefer to concentrate 
upon Siddur and extracts from the Pentateuch, and adult 
Jews are notoriously not as well versed in the Scriptures 
as are their juniors. 

So at first I merely smiled at Dr. Silbermann’s sug- 
gestion. But my pessimism received a pleasant shock 
when, on June 19, I addressed a Ictter to Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE suggesting the formation of a Union of 
Bible Readers as a lasting memorial to Dr. Silbermann. 
The response was far better than | had anticipated, and 
it was with pleasure that I confessed my error. 


Surprising Response 


Perhaps even more surprising were the replies from 
non-Jews, who were keen and even anxious to know 
the Jewish interpretation of the Scriptures. I ought to 
add here that in the outline of the plan which 
appeared in the JewisH CHRONICLE ‘the object was 
stated to be the daily reading of a chapter of the Bible 
in Hebrew or English, members exchanging comments 
and queries thereon, in order to understand the Bible 
as Jewish tradition knows it. 

The plan was to complete the reading of the whole 
Bible in three years. 

So that the members might keep in touch with one 
another, exchange ideas and Qpinions formed from the 
daily reading of the Bible, and also help one another 
to solve any difficulties encountered, it was decided 
to issue a Bulletin monthly, the first number appearing 
on Friday, July 21, 1939. On account of the holidays, 
the second number of the Bulletin was due to appear 


on Friday, September 8, but the outbreak of war 


temporarily dislocated our arrangements. 

The correspondence following upon the tissue of the 
first number proved so stimulating and interesting that 
our first plan was enlarged. It was our intention to 
recommend for reading each month one or two books 
on Biblical or allied Jewish subjects, publish extracts 
from Jewish classics, and to issue in serial form the 
text and translation, with short notes where necessary, 
of famous Rabbinic works which had reference to the 
Bible. Other features of the Bulletin, which have 
already appeared, were notes on the Prophets who 
formed the subject of the Bible reading, some Rabbinic 
comments on the chapters, and, most important of all, 
correspondence columns containing suggestions and 
ideas as well as questions. The daily reading can be 
done individually or in groups. 


Members in Ten Towns 


The Union has met with a warm welcome and is 
supported already by members in ten towns, Jews and 
non-Jews. 

The experimental period of the Union having proved 
so successful, I gathered together a small Advisory Com- 
mittee, with Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein as President. 
We are concerned with binding together in a common 
love for the Bible all those, Jews and non-Jews alike, 
who are eager to derive inspiration from the Bible and 
its Jewish interpretation. 

In the ultimate the happiness of human life depends 
upon the reaction of the individual. In a world cower- 
ing before the onrush of the mechanical forces, salva- 
tion can only come with a proper sense of proportion 
and conviction that something better and more 
ennobling than brute force is the guiding principle of 
human life. That sense of proportion and that convic- 
tion our systematic Bible reading gives us. 

The annual membership subscription is only Is. 6d. 
Actually, this has meant loss to the organisers, who are 
giving their services in an honorary capacity. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The Chief Rabbi’s Advice 
STUDENTS’ UNION’S MANY ACTIVITIES 


Both the Chief Rabbi (Acting Principal and President 
of Jews’ College) and Mr. S. Japhet (Chairman of the 
Council) were prevented through illness from attending 
the eighty-third annual meeting of the College, held last 
Sunday morning in the Rose Hertz Hall at Woburn 
House. For the same reason they were prevented from 
attending the consecration of the tombstone on Sunday 
afternoon in memory of the late Dr. A. Biichler, former 
Principal of the College, at the Willesden Cemetery. 

Mr. Elkan N. Adler presided. There was to have been 
an.address by the Chief Rabbi, he said, but instead he had 
sent a message, in which he said that critical days lay ahead 
of them. At the outbreak of war, there were some who 
would have had them leave London. They rejected that 
suggestion, and carried on their work without interruption 
or diminution of any sort, at their usual premises in that 
building. As the terrible conflict grew fiercer they might 
be urged to close the College altogether, but he was sure 
they would not listen to such suicidal advice. It was their 
Sacred duty to keep the flag of the College flying, which 
meant to keep the flag of Jewish learning, of Judaism itself, 
flying in this country. 

Mr. Japhet also wrote. Thanks to the splendid loyalty 
of the Chief Rabbi and of their learned staff in their readi- 
ness for sacrifice, he said, they overcame their ‘difficulties 
and harmony and unity of purpose ruled within their walls. 


Appeal for Subscribers 


It would require much energy to cope with the task that 
lay before them, he went on. Even if so far they -had been 
ab'e to hold their own and had succeeded in keeping their 
balance-sheet unharmed during the period under considera- 
tion, they could not help feeling some uneasiness in 
visualising the future.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Faith and the Future 


“Strength and dignity are her clothing, and she 
laugheth at the time to come.” 


These words are taken from the last chapter of | 


Proverbs, that noble picture of woman which still 
remains unsurpassed in all literature. It is one of those 
amazingly modern images which have made the Bible 
the book of all time. The occupations of the ancient 
woman of Israel are somewhat different from those of 
her modern sister. That does not matter in the least. 
When we read the description of her qualities and her 
life, so homely, so dignified, there is held up for us 
a lovely pattern of the Eshet Chayil, the woman of 
worth, which none may pass by. She worketh willingly 
with her hands; her lamp goeth not out by night; she 
stretcheth out her hand to the poor; she looketh well 
to the ways of -her household; her children rise up and 
call her blessed; her husband praiseth her; and she 
laugheth at the time to come. An ideal portrait? Not 
at all; just a plain and simple picture of the happy 
wife and mother. And it is one that no man and no 
woman can read without a prayer and a hope, and 
perhaps a resolution. 

There are curious omissions tn this famous picture. 
No mention is made of her spiritual or intellectual life. 
It is the essentially feminine qualities that are specially 
noticed; those which are or should be common to men 
and women are taken for granted. But there is more 
in it than that: “ Strength and dignity are her clothing, 
and she laugheth at the time to come.” All those 
qualities which are not mentioned are implied in this 
immortal sentence. Disturbing prophecies concerned 
with mundane matters cannot really dishearten or dis- 
tress her beyond measure, nor fill her with forebodings 
for the future, for she laugheth at the time to come. 


The very omissions referred to are significant. That 
such a woman trusts in God, whether she has any 
particular intellectual powers or not, is too obvious to 
be mentioned. But the emphasis here is not upon her 
faith, without which she could not be such a woman 
at all, but rather upon her own character and qualities 
of heart and mind. She is able to laugh at the time 
to come because strength and dignity are her clothing; 
by reason of the very life she leads, the work she per- 
forms so lovingly and so carefully, and therefore so 
successfully, and the happiness she spreads about her. 
Let us ask ourselves whether we do not at times envy 
the power of that virtuous woman of old to laugh at 
the future, and wish that we could possess it too. One 
cannot think that the truly religious spirit can ever 
regard happiness itself as an aim in life, and yet we 
all desire it. Real happiness is not an aim; it is-a 
condition in which we find ourselves if circumstances 
are favourable. But the if is a very big one indeed. 
We can be truly happy only if we are able to laugh 
at the time to come. If we can do this, we possess 
something far more precious than happiness, In any 
case, we seem to hear little in this age of strife and 
struggle about happiness. It ts a terrible irony, but 
it is not far from the truth, that in active life most 
people have little time to-day for happiness. To be 
able to laugh at the future, to acquire a habit of serene 
unconcern at what the future may bring, whatsoever 
be in store for; us, is a far holier and more lasting 
blessing. | 

Now this does not mean merely providing for the 
time to come so far as we are able, and then just 
shutting our eyes to the future altogether, letting it take 
care of itself. We can only really laugh at the future 
if we have realised all its innumerable uncertainties, 
and still be content, and face it all with calm hopeful- 
ness and confidence. 


Moreover, the faith of him who is truly able to 
face the future in this way is a simple faith. It is 
untouched by the complications and the ifs and buts of 
present-day thought. It remains calm and serene 
“though the earth do change, though the mountains 
be moved into the heart of the seas.” It is set upon 
a stronger rock than even that upon which the moun- 
tains are founded. It is the very essence of religion. 
If we can find that faith, we have all else. This is the 
strength and dignity which was the clothing of the 
ancient woman of Israel, and which enabled her to 
laugh at the time to come. It is the most precious gift 
for which we, men and women together, can hope and 
pray in our time. There is no other path to lasting 
peace for our troubled world. It is the only way to 
freedom and security for the souls of men.

VOTING AT CONGRESS 


New Principle Enforced 


PLAN TO INCLUDE SHEKEL IN 
MEMBERSHIP TAX 


The Organisation Department of the Zionist Executive 
has issued a statement declaring that, in accordance with 
the resolution passed by the twenty-first Zionist Con- 
gress, votes for Congress will in future be limited to 
those persons who have purchased the Shekel in each 
of the two years preceding Congressional elections. 

The Organisation Department notes a_ successful 
response to the appeal for purchase of the Shekel during 
non-Congress years, and states that extensive prepara- 
tions are being made in a number of countries for 
comprehensive Shekel campaigns this year. 

The Poale Zeire Zion Party in the United States has 
decided to introduce the system of paying for Shekalim 
in the membership tax, as have the Zionist Organisation 
of America and Hadassah, the Zionist Women’s 
Organisation. Negotiations are proceeding with the 
Jewish National Trade Union for a similar ruling. 

In Palestine, the General Jewish Labour Federation 
has adopted the same principle, and “ Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi™ intends to do so. Other countries where an 
attempt is to be made to introduce this system are the 
United Kingdom, South Africa, Canada, Rumania, and 
Yugoslavia,

Urgent War Measures Called For 


PALESTINE’S ANSWER TO THE 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 


The Jewish National Fund has issued the following 
Statement: 

The tragic position of the Jews im those Eastern and 
Central European countries which have come under the 
Nazi rule tears at the heart of every member of our people. 
The tragedy lies not only tn the anguish of war but in the 
fiendish cruelties for which Jews are singled out by those 
under whose iron heel thev have fallen. Quite apart from 
war conditions the Jews of Poland find themselves sub- 
jected to treatment scientifically calculated to destroy them 
body and soul. A quarter of a million Jews have already 
perished, many in the war, but the majority by execution 
and callous abandonment to starvation and the ravages of 
epidemics and disease, 

Whence then can come their help? The Jews of Poland 
have discerned the direction and longingly they turn their 
eyes to Palestine. 

It may be news to some that Palestine is even now 
answering to some degree their call. It is the one country 
where Jewish immigration did not cease with the outbreak of 
the war. In the same period at least half a dozen new Jewish 
colonies and settlements have been established to create a 
new basis for yet more immigration. A mere trickle through 
a narrow bottleneck outlet. 1 will be urged. How can it 


solve the major problem, it may be asked. The answer is 
first that it is the only outlet; and secondly that it can be 
widened if enough effort and sacrifice be put into the task. 

The refugee problem we have to consider relates not only 
to the war but also to the post-war period. However 
optimistic we may feel as to the ultimate outcome in the 

esent struggle, its end will find us face to face with a 
ewish refugee problem of a magnitude and gravity far 
beyond anything yet experienced. 


A Body With a Plan 


It is imperative, thereiore, to prepare. And that is what 
the Jewish National Fund—one of the few Jewish bodies 
that had a plan in the past and has a plan now—proposes 
to do. It is what it asks the Jewish people throughout the 
world to do. 

lhe plan, in brief, is to ensure an adequate supply of 
land to enable the country to absorb a minimum of a 

uarter of a million Jewish refugees during and immediately 
lellaeian upon the war. Can it be put into effect? 

Two conditions govern the purchase of land. The first 
is that there is land available to purchase; the second that 
we have the means wherewith to purchase. On the first 
point we can rest completely reassured. Not for many a 
year past has the Jewish National Fund been in a more 
favourable position to purchase large and suitable tracts of 
land, both because of. Arab willingness to sell and of the 
elimination to a large degree of individual land purchasers. 

As to the means, there again the Jewish National Fund 
is prepared to go to the extreme limits of its statutes in order 
to achieve its purpose. Dr. A. Granovsky, a director of the 
Fund and one of the leading land experts in the country 
has put it: “ What we do not accomplish during the course 
of the war may be out of the question later. But whatever 
we can achieve whilst the war is on will fortify our position 
and improve our status at the end of the war. That ts why 


we have resolved to carry on, to contract more debts and 
more. land.” 


One Million Pounds Wanted 


For the rest, it depends upon the Jews of the world— 
or in view. of present-day conditions upon the Jews of 
America and the British Empire. A million of money is 
required immediately for the purpose, and the quota for 
the Jews of Great Britain and Ireland ts £250,000. The 
money can be raised either by direct donations; by donations 
on Covenants spread over seven years; or by loans to the 
J.N.F., in which case repayment of loan and interest is 
secured by the total assets of the fund amounting to seven 
millions of pounds. 

lt is inconceivable that in this supreme moment of crisis 
the Jews of the free democracies should fail to provide the 
means to ensure freedom for Jewry as a whole.

Mr. Berl Locker on the Future 
POST-WAR EMIGRATION PROBLEM 


“We do not fight now for a new acknowledgment or 
confirmation of the Balfour Declaration. We fight for a 
confirmation of the original spirit of the Balfour 
Deciaration.” 

The speaker was Mr. Berl Locker and the occasion the 
second London Regional Conference organised by the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, which was 
held at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Sunday evening. Mr. 
Barnett Janner presided. 

Whatever, said Mr. Locker, might be the outcome of this 
war, a great problem of Jewish emigration—greater than 
ever—would arise. There were Jews who thought that 
after Hitler was conquered all the German-Jewish refugees 
would be received in Germany with open arms! But there 
were things in history which once done could not be undone, 
and there would be, whether they liked it or not, a great 
emigration problem Therefore one should say: “ Palestine 
is on the map Here is a people which must emigrate; 
here is a country which has been oromised to them, a 
country for which they have longed for 2,000 years; and 
in which they have wrought miracles. What * marriage’ 
could be more natural?” 

Therefore their task at this moment was to conduct a 
great political struggle and make the world understand that 
they could not go back to the pre-war situation in Europe 
and that they could not console the Jewish people by faint 
promises of countries the geographical situation of some of 
which they did not even know. 

There were people who had said, openly in the Press and 
at meetings: “ Why don’t you tell us what is happening?” 
There were times when they could not be told. Things 
were at the beginning, but let them not think that nothing 
was being done. The struggle was going on day by day.. 

it was for the Zionists of this country to. understand that 
a great responsibility devolved on them not to allow any 
artificial contradictions between their patriotism for Great 
Britain and their responsibility for the fate of Jewry and 
Palestine 

“If liberty means anything,” concluded Mr. Locker, “ it 
means a home for the Jewish people.”

ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION 


Foreign Office Warning 


FIVE HUNDRED REFUGEES 
ARRESTED 


The Foreign Office has issued a warning to intending 
Palestine immigrants against any attempt to enter the 
country illegally. Any illegal immigrants, the Foreign 
Office points out, will be liable to serious penalties and 
deportation. 

“It is reported that certain shipping agencies are 
engaged in organising the transport of emigrants from 
Danubian countries to Palestine,’ the Foreign Office 
statement declares. “ There is reason to believe that 
intending emigrants do not know that they will not be 
admitted into Palestine unless they possess immigration 
certificates issued by the Palestine Department of 
Immigration and that if they arrive in Palestine with- 
out these certificates they will be liable to serious 
penalties and deported under Palestine laws. 

“ Furthermore, it is alleged that the ships, on which 
the emigrants travel at great expense to themselves, are 
small and insahitary and unseaworthy. The captains 
and crews of these ships do not appear to know that 
if they carry passengers who are not legally entitled to 
land in Palestine they are themselves liable to arrest and 
heavy fine.” 

The Foreign Office quotes a report that a Turkish 
ship is one of the offenders and that there have been 
many cases of pneumonia among her passengers. 

ver 500 refugees were arrested last week within the 
territorial waters of Palestine. They have been brought 
to Haifa. Some 360 of them, from Germany and other 
countries, were on board a schooner, which was towing 
another sailing vessel with a further 160 on board. 


NEW SETTLEMENTS 
Extensions at Rehovoth 


MORE WARDS AT HADASSAH HOSPITAL 


Two new settlements were set up by the Kegen Hayesod 
in the northern part of Huleh recently. One, Shear- 
Yashuv, is oecupied by a youth group of the General 
Zionists, and consists of smaliholding farms on 2.000 dunams 
of land belonging to the’Keren Kayemeth. A start is being 
made with twenty settlers, and later the new settlement will 
be arranged for seventy families. 

shear-Yashuv will be the fourth settlement to be estab- 
lished by the Keren Hayesod of groups belonging to the 
General Zionists. 

Another Jewish village to be set up in the last few days 
is Meshek-Hameshutaf, consisting of a group of workers 
belonging to the Labour Federation. This new settlement 
is run on new lines: it is based on collective labour and 
indiv dual ownership. 


Kfar Hanoar Hadati 


The formal inauguration of Kfar Hanoar Hadati 
(Religious Youths’ Village), near Kfar Chassidim, and a 
ceremony marking the completion of the houses have taken 
place at the village in the presence of large numbers of 
guests from all parts of Palestine. 

The foundation-stone for the settlement, which has 375 
dunams of land, was laid two-and-a-half years ago under 
the joint auspices of the German Youth Immigration scheme 
and the Hadassah Medical Organisation. It lies between 
the Eastern Carmel and the Galilee hills, on the River 
Kishon and near the Meshek Yagur lands. Some 130 young 
people between the ages of 15 and 18, including forty-five 
girls, are now settled in the village. 

A staff of forty supervises the colonisation, instruction, 
and training. Thirty orphans, who were transferred to 
Palestine from the Frankfort Jewish Orphanage, which was 
closed by the Nazis, are also settled here. 


Tribute to Miss Henrietta Szold 


At the inauguration ceremony the young settlers paid 
tribute to their guest of honour, Miss Henrietta Szold, 
affectionately called the “ Mother of Youth Immigration.” 

Three new buildings are to be constructed by the Jewish 
Agency at the Experimental Station at Rehovoth, to house 
the mixed farming. fruit plantations, and grain and seed 
departments. The corner-stone of these new laboratory 
buildings, which will cost £10,000, has been laid. 

_ dadassah Hospital on Mount Scopus, which was opened 
eight months ago, is to be extended shortly. At present the 
hospital has 215 beds, and it is hoped to add several wards 
to bring up the number to 300. The hospital has a long 
list of patients on the waiting list. 


THe Yugoslav steamship company Zetska Plovidba is now 
running a direct service from Jugoslavia to Palestine. The 
8.8. Loveen, 1,600 tons, is to leave Trieste regularly with 
Passengers for Haifa and Tel-Aviv. :

HISTADRUTH OPTIMISM 
** Unemployment Can be Abolished ”’ 


Constructive plans for combating unemployment were 
among the main topics discussed at the fortieth conference 
of the Palestine Labour Federation (Histadruth Haovdim) 
held in Jerusalem. The Unemployment Fund revenue of 
the Histadruth amounted to £110,315, and together with 
the “ Mifdeh ” and “ Mishan ” Funds they totalled £234,873. 
Private sources brought the sum up to £279,700 by the end 
of last year. 

_ he Unemployment Fund spent £165.467 on productive 
ai and £104,535 on direct relief up to December. 

_ Mr. H. Frumkin, who delivered a report on the economic 
Situation, stated that in spite of the blows to Jewish 
economy caused by the war, agriculture and industry were 
carrying on satisfactorily. With the aid of credits, adminis- 
trative measures for the protection of local industry and 
agriculture against dumping, and help for municipal bodies 
for the execution of urgent public works, it would be 
possible to abolish unemployment within a very short time. 

The speaker proposed a comprehensive plan involving 
an internal Zionist loan to be floated abroad, and asked 
the Government to adopt a constructive policy towards 
Palestine’s economy. It was. essential. he said, that the 
Government should give preference to local goods when 
purchases are made for the troops, in order to help the 
expansion of local industries and agriculture. 


THE TURKISH EARTHQUAKE 
Gratitude for Yishuv’s Help _ 


The Yishuv's gift of medicaments to the earthquake- 
stricken districts of Turkey was last week dispatched by 
Hadassah. It is sufficient to succour 15,000 victims. The 
packets are addressed “to the Red Crescent with Palestine 
Jewry's sympathies.” 

Thanking Hadassah, the Turkish Consul-General in 
Jerusalem, M. Karasapan, said: “ Turkey especially appre- 
ciates the assistance of Palestine Jewry, which has itself 
been suffering for the last three years. A cent from you 1s 
equivalent to a dollar from more prosperous communities.” 

“he Turkish Government broadcasting station and the 
entire Turkish Press paid warm tribute to the Jewish 
population of Palestine for their assistance. 

The Atid Navigation Company of Haifa has decided to 
establish a regular fortnightly service to and from Turkey 
in connection with the recent trade negotiations between 
Turkey and local importers and exporters. 

The first ship, the s.s. Amal, has already arrived in Izmir 
on a trial voyage. Goods to be shipped from Turkey include

THIRTY-EIGHT ARRESTED JEWS 


Sentences Reduced 


The General Officer Commanding has reduced the 
sentences ssed by the Military Court at Acre on 
December 23 on the thirty-eight Jewish youths from Rosh 
Pinah. 

The sentences of ten years’ imprisonment on twenty-eight 
of the young men have been reduced to seven years, and 
the sentences on the other six have been reduced from five 
to three years’ imprisonment. The four girls who were 
sentenced to two years have been bound over. 

The thirty-eight young people were arrested in November 
on the charge (according to Palcor) of being in possession 
of firearms. 

The G.O.C. has confirmed the sentence of death passed 
by the Jerusalem Military Court on December 15 on Khalil 
Selim Abu Laban, of Jaffa, who had sold firearms and 
explosives to Aref Abdul Razzik on various occasions. The 
condemned man is a well-to-do Jaffa merchant. 


TOBACCO CULTIVATION 


Plans to encourage the cultivation of tobacco on 
privately owned land and settlements in the north have 
been considered by the Pro-Palestine Products Committee. 
An area of 150 dunams of Rosh Pinah land has been 
allotted for this purpose, and fifty workers will be employed 
for a period of some seven months on this stretch. 

Other lands near Ayeleth Hashahar and in Upper Galiice 
are also expected to be prepared for tobacco. The Rosh 
Pinah Committee, who placed the land at the disposal of 
the fifty workers of the “ Noar Haoved” (Working Youth 
Organisation), will house the growers and give advances on 
the crop. 

Some 20.000 kilogrammes of tobacco are produced by 
Jewish farmers in Palestine annually—-only about five per 
cent. of the quantity used in the manufacture of local 
Cigarettes. 


£P5,000 has been contributed by the Iraqi Government for 
the relief of needy Arab iahabitants of Palestine. The amount 
will be distributed both in Palestine and among the refugees im 
Iraq.

In August, 1939, the Palestine Government announced 
that a loan amounting in the aggregate to £1,000,000 
would be available to the Palestine municipalities out 
of the resources at the disposal of H.M. Government. 
But soon after the beginning of the war the munict- 
palities were informed that funds were not now available 
for public works, which accordingly had to be dropped. 
Had these works been started in time, they would have 
provided employment for many people. Four months 
elapsed before the Palestine Government announced 
some small loans to Tel-Aviv and Hatfa. 

It was disappointing not to find in the High Com- 
missioner’s speech any indication of the intention sub- 
stantially to assist Palestine’s premier industry—citrus. 
The importance of this industry may be judged from 
the fact that in 1938, out of total exports from Palestine, 
valued at £§,020,000, citrus fruit amounted to £3,780,000, 
Or over seventy-five per cent. It is difficult to believe 
that this has been overlooked by the authorities. 


Not Yet Too Late 


In any case, it is not yet too late. There are certainly 
three simple ways in which the Government could help 
considerably this tmportant branch of Palestine’s 
economic life: First, by converting the existing short- 
term indebtedness of the growers into long-term loans, 
they would relieve the growers of a financial burden 
under which they are collapsing. Secondly, by enabling 
the banks to continue the financing of this industry for 
the 1940-41 season, they would avert the danger that 
the banks may not agree to grant the usual seasonal 
advances, without which exploitation of the groves will 
be dilicult if not impossible. Thirdly, by including 
Palestine within the scope of Imperial preference. 

Concerning this last step, representatives of the 
industry have on many occasions been told that H.M. 
Government was in sympathy with their request. Surely 
the importance of Palestine in war-time ought to be a 
suflicient ground for the Government to reconsider this 
matter. 

Instead of referring to these important matters, the 
High Commissioner merely promised that the Govern- 
ment might reduce the rural tax—a welcome step, but 
one which will do only a little towards the solution of 
the economic problem. 

It is hoped that the Government will announce 
measures for relieving the banking situation, in order 
to make it possible for the financial institutions of the 
country to continue supporting industry and _ trade. 
Private banks cannot be expected to fulfil the duties of 
a Treasury or of a State Bank, particularly in times like 
the present. The local Palestinian banks have done 
more than their share in this direction, but the circum- 

stances are now so difficult that they are compelled to 
pursue a more conservative policy. Without Govern- 
ment’s taking a part of the risk involved in the recon- 


struction of many enterprises which have now excellenry” 


prospects, very little can be achieved.

“MUST WE REMAIN DUMB?” 


What Jewish People Think 


ANTI-SEMITES MUST BE 
COUNTERED 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Mr. Z. keeps a dyer’s and cleaner’s shop in Hackney. 
He has known persecution in other lands, and he has 
therefore been especially grateful for the civilised rule 
that has prevailed in this country. But at present he 
is disturbed. 

“The anti-Semites are active,” he said to me, “ but 
what are we as Jews doing about it? Near a local labour 
exchange the Fascists hold meetings. They attack the 
Jews, and no one replies to them—except Communists, 
who answer from their own standpoint. The other day 
there was an argument outside my shop. Some non- 
Jews were arguing with a Jew about Jewish control 
of international finance. These people said that the 
price of gold was fixed by Jews, and that ts how the 
Jews ruled the world. It is a ridiculous argument; but 
since no trained speakers appear on the streets, we find 
it hard to have all the facts at our finger-tips. ° 

Mrs. F. keeps a radio store. When I asked her 
views on Jewish open-air meetings to counter the anti- 
Jewish campaign, she said: “Of course 1 want them. 
Do you think I like to see these Fascists telling lies about 
the Jews and getting away with it because there is no 
one to answer them?” | 

Mr. P..is a cabinet-maker. He regrets the passing 
of the Jewish People’s Council. “ But does that mean 
that the Jews have to remain dumb?” 

People are beginning to ask: How long are these. anti- 
Semites going to poison the air without opposition? 
What has happened to the leaders of Jewry; are they 
asleep, or have they buried their heads in the sand? 


A Communal Problem 


The stealthy, underhanded anti-Jewish campaign -is 
gaining strength. In public-houses and clubs they 
whisper! “ The Jews this. ... The Jews that... .”; 
in A.R.P. posts they discuss “the Jewish financial 
system"; in Finsbury Square, Dalston, and Stepney, 
Leicester and Manchester, they shout: “ This is a war 
of the Jews’ revenge.” 

But Jewry remains silent. Unofficially, individual 
Jews. and non-Jews take it on themselves to “ put the 
Jewish case.” In Hyde Park, any Sunday, you can 
hear them. 
good enough. They have not had the scientific training 
to which we became accustomed in anti-defamation 
speakers before the war. 

Last week at Finsbury Square, for instance, there 
was to have been a debate between a Jew-baiter and 
the Socialist Party of Great Britain. The police for- 
bade it, on the ground, | understand, that a disturbance 
might have been caused. The Jew-baiter then mounted 
his own platform and made various lying assertions 
about the Jews. “ If.we cannot end this war,” he pro- 
claimed, “ we will turn it into a struggle to overthrow 
the Jews.” This was accompanied by various ribald 
references to individual Jews. His last words were: 
“ Britain is to-day at war. A million of her boys will 
die in a Jewish quarrel. Remember, they will be 
avenged!” 

Ihe Socialist speaker took it upon himself to answer 
the general attacks upon the Jews. He did it from the 
standpoint of a Marxist; and, in doing so, he con- 
demned those Jews who, as Jews, wanted to answer 
the Fascists as playing into the hands of the Fascists. 
Judaism did not mean a thing to this speaker, and it 
was, therefore, a pity that some non-Jews gained the 
impression that this was the Jewish answer to anti- 
Semitic attacks. But so long as the Jewish Defence 
Committee remains silent, that impression must remain. 


“Fourth Arm of National Defence ” 


In conversations that I had with a number of 
non-Jews, discussion centred round the editorial 
note in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week. “ Successful 
anti-Jewish propaganda would be worth many, many 
army corps to Hitler and Co. in their campaign for 
the destruction of Britain. These gentry know it. Does 
the British Government know?” There was complete 
agreement about this. But I was asked: “ You say, 
‘Does the British Government know?’ Of equal 
importance, does the Jewish Community know?” 

“ Of course they do,” I said. 

“ Well, if they do, then it is their duty as citizens of 
this country who wish to see-the end of Nazism to help 
the Government by combating this anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda. The Jews should be one of the most vigorous 
elements in what your, JEWISH CHRONICLE terms the 
fourth arm of the national defence—the defence of 
the home front against the invasion of the forces of 
disruption.” 


But, despite their vahancy, they are not- . them less secret? 


JEW-BAITER’S BOAST 


‘‘ Fascist Propaganda in Army ”’

A boast that his organisation was sending Fascist 
propaganda into the Army was made by a Nationalist 
Association speaker in Finsbury Square, E.C., recently. 
The war, he said, was a “ Jews’ war,’ and “ We 
intend to turn it into a nationalist struggle.” He added 
that the war had come about in accordance with the 
plan made by the Elders of Zion. The Jews wanted 
it but were not fighting in it, he declared. 

I came away with the impression that there is great 
need for enlightenment at the places where, and at 
the same time as, these outrageous suggestions are made. 
Jewish Defence literature giving the facts should 
certainly be distributed at these meetings, even if no 
counter-meetings are held. 


B.U.F. FINANCE 


Mr. Beckett’s New Allegations 


* BLACKSHIRTS TRANSPORTED ALL OVER 
ENGLAND” 


Replying to charges made in TIME AND TIDE by Mr. 
John Beckett, formerly a member of the B.U.F., regard- 
ing colossal sums allegedly spent on organising the 
Fascist movement, Mr. Francis Hawkins, the B.U.F.’s 


_ Director-General, has stated that the finances are con- 


trolled by two companies, the B.U.F. Trust, Ltd., and 
the B.U.F. Districts, Ltd. He also denied Mr. Beckett's 
statements as to the smallness of Mosley’s following, 
and cited the Earl's Court meeting of last July as a 
proof of support. 

The current issue of TiMe AND TIDE prints Mr. 
Beckett's rejoinder. His figures for Mosley member- 
ship, he declares, were based on knowledge of the circu- 
lation of AcTION, plus experienced political judgment. 
“ The circulation of ACTION averaged less than 15,000 
when I Knew it, and slight knowledge of its present 
printing conditions and of the time taken to print it will 
inform anyone used to newspaper production that it 
has not increased. No movement with a large member- 
ship could have such infinitesimal sales for its weekly 
organ. 

“ £3,000 a Week ” 

." To refute these obvious facts,” continues Mr. Beckett, 
“ Mr. Hawkins tells us of a meeting at Earls Court. Even were 
everyone present at that meeting a member, it would not 
strengthen his case,-but we all. know many who attended who 
are never likely to be generally directed by Mr. Hawkins. 
Mosiey’s spokesman then tells us that the fimanoes are con- 
trolled by. two small private limited companies. Does this make 
. Are accounts and sources of income and 
expenditure available? In the period during which I credited 
them with an expenditure of £3,000 a week, they gave their 
publications a subsidy of nearly £300'a weck,. there were well 
over 100 tull-time employees; a large fleet of vans and private 
cars, and vast sums were spent on travelling—for example, one 
leading officer had a flat in Rome, and continually travelled 
between there and London. Enormous sums were spent on 


transporting Blackshirts from al! over the country to each of Sir

“ The final shot in the Mosley Jocker suggests that I only 
supported Mosley while | received payment. In order to make 
this case, the fact is omitted that I worked voluntarily, and 
made substantial financial subscriptions to the movement for a 
long period, and that after my resignation I received a written 
offer of generous terms to continue writing articles for them. 
This offer I refused. .. . 

“ The naiveté of Mosley propaganda,” he concludes, “ may 
be seen in the constantly repeated statement that the leader 
gives the whole of his income to the movement. If he would 
take the unemployed into his confidence, and explain how 
expensive houses, cars, servants, and a well-dressed and well- 
fed appearance are maintained on no income at all, they would 
doubtiess hail him to his heart's content.” 


VIGILANCE COMMITTEE FOR N. LONDON

On Sunday afternoon the North London Branch of 
the Jewish People’s Council (whose dissolution I 
reported last week) held its last meeting, and Mr. M. D. 
Rayner, the Secretary of the Branch, gave a detailed 
explanation of the reasons for the Council's closing 
down. He told me that regret was generally expressed, 
and that the members of his Branch had decided to 
maintain some skeleton organisation in North London, 
which would act as a local Vigilance Committee. Mem- 
bers gave evidence of local anti-Jewish activity, and said 
that the need for a responsible anti-defamation cam- 
paign was very great.

The Refugees 


THE EMPLOYMENT RULES 


What They Mean 


SMALi. CHANCE OF GETTING 
A JOB 


Vacancies Must Be Offered to 
British Subjects First 


Much doubt is*still felt by refugees as to the exact 
meaning of the Government's new employment regula 
tions. To put it in a nutshell: no refugee is free to 
accept employment without petmission, irrespective of 
his or *“C” category. 

In practice, nothing has changed as far as a free 
labour market is concerned. The new scheme merely 
regulates the methods used and names the authorities 
who may grant or refuse permission to work. Before 
this new ruling, permission was given if the Home Office 
was satisfied that it would not affect British labour. 
This same principle is now put on a broader basis, with 
the co-operation of the labour exchanges, in the 
following way: 

The labour exchanges are entitled to grant labour 
permits to all Czech, German, or Austrian refugees who 
have had their restrictions, in particular the five-mile 
restriction, withdrawn by the Tribunal and who now 
have in their registration certificate a black slip (“C” 
category) instead of the former redone. 


What the Exchange Will and Won't Do 


All these should, first of all, if they have not done 
so yet, register with their local labour exchange. The 
result of this registration may be that a position is 
found by the labour exchange, but. to avoid disappoint- 
ment and widespread misunderstanding, it must be 
stressed that the main effort has to be made by the 
applicants themselves. 

If they secure a post, it must be reported to the 
manager of the labour exchange, who has the power 
to decide whether the offered position may or may not 
be accepted. He is allowed to grant permission only 
if no British labour is available or competent to fill 
the post. For this purpose any vacancy will be circu- 
larised in the district and unemployed British persons 
sent to the: prospective employer first; if this should 
prove to have no result, permission to work will be 
granted to the refugee. 

In spite of this difficulty, the refugee committees 
strongly advise all refugees not to miss the opportunity 
to register and to’ call at the local labour exchange 
regularly every week to inquire what their prospects are. 


Permits Valid for One Job Only 


The labour permission, if eventually granted, is valid 
for one particular job only, in one firm. Each change 
of post is subject to a new permit. 

Refugees of the “B™ category, Le., those who are 
not exempted from the special restrictions imposed on 
enemy aliens, cannot be registered at the labour 
exchanges. But they can, as hitherto, if they find a 
Suitable job, apply to the Aliens Department, Cleland 
House, Page Street, London, S.W.1, for permission to 
accept it. The Home Office’s principles in granting or 
refusing such permission are essentially the same as the 
labour exchange’s, the main difference being that it 
takes longer before a decision is given. 

lhese regulations apply only to persons who arrived 
in England before September 3, 1939, for whom the 
restrictions concerning duration of stay, stamped in their 
Passports, are automatically void. The regulations, 
therefore, do not affect persons who, for special pur- 
poses, such as study, business, etc., were granted leave 
to land. (Such persons have to apply to the Home 
Office.) 


Those in Auxiliary War Services 


Refugees who are already in employment, in con- 
sequence of a previously granted labour permit, require, 
generally speaking, no renewed permit. But for those 
who are employed in work associated with the Auxiliary 
War Service the employer has immediately to apply 
for permission to continue the employment. As long 
as this application is under «sideration and not yet 
rejected, employment may be © \tinued. 

On the other hand, persous of the “B” category 
who have applied to the Home Office to be converted 
into the “C” category cannot register at the labour 
exchanges while their application is under consideration. 

Highly qualified persons, such as scientific workers, 
etc., can be registered at the Central Register at the 
Ministry of Labour, as well as at the local labour 
exchange. The selection for the Central Register is a 
very careful one. Firms which require such qualified 
Persons can turn directly to the Central Register. 


CENTRAL AGRICULTURAL COMMITTEE 
Revived Activity 


Means whereby refugees can best be fitted into the 
Government's schemes for the intensive development of the 
agricultural resources of this country are now being actively 
considered. 

Towards the end of last month, writes a Jews 
CHRONICLE representative, an informal meeting was held at 
Bloomsbury House at which it was decided to revive the 
Central Agricultural Committee, which had ceased to 
function following the outbreak of war. At this meeting, 
at which Mrs... M. Sieff presided, it was agreed that 
representatives of refugee and philanthropic organisations, 
of the Ministries of Labour and Agriculture, and of the 
National Farmers’ Union and the Agricultural Workers’ 
Union be invited to sit on the Committee. It was further 
agreed that the Committee's function should be to co- 
ordinate general policy regarding the training and placing 
of refugees in agriculture. : 

A meeting of the enlarged Committee was _ recently 
held at Bloomsbury House. No Chairman or Secretary was 
appointed, but Mrs. Sieff again presided. There was a 
lengthy discussion On various aspects of settlement and train- 
ing, but I understand that no definite decisions on policy 
Were reached. A small sub-committee was appointed to 
consider various schemes and to present a report. 


BLOOMSBURY HOUSE CHANGES 


For the next month, Mr. Otto Schiff, C.B.E., will be 
absent from Bloomsbury House. As I fr ted before, 
writes a JewisH CHRONICLE representative, he has, under 
doctor's orders, been compelled to take a rest. 

Before he left. he told me of some of the changes 
which are taking place with regard to the Jewish Refugee 
Committee. 

First, during his absence. Mr. Bernard Davidson, the 
Deputy Chairman of the Committee, is in charge of 
the general conduct of affairs. Secondly, two joint secre- 
taries have been permanently appointed. They are the 
Misses Stiebel and Fellner. The tormer will deal mainly 
with external affairs, and the latter with internal. 

Thirdly, the office at Sunningdale, which was opened on 
the outbreak of war, and to which were consigned certain 
files and other necessary documents, has been closed, and 
the staff returned to Bloomsbury House on Monday. In 
this connection, certain economies are being effected, and 
there will probably be a reduction of staff. 


M. Paut Van Zertanp, President of the Co-ordinating 
Foundation, is to sail for the United States in the near future 
to direct the Foundation’s work of settlement from headquarters 
there. 

Seven German and two Polish Jews have been interned in 
Fiume after an unsuccessful attempt to enter Yugoslavia illegally. 
They were discovered by Yugoslavia frontier guards and driven 
back into Italian territory, where they were arrested.

Letters of Thanks 


The Aliens Tribunals have now, with one or two 
exceptions, completed their task. They began their work in 
October. At the end of that month there were registered 
by the police in the United Kingdom—Germans, 62,244 
(27,222 males, 35,022 females); Austrians, 11,989 (4,197 
males, 7,792 females}—total 74,233. About 30,000 of the 
registrations were in the London Metropolitan district. 

The latest returns from the Tribunals are as follows: 


Category A ‘(ordered to be interned): 
Germans 436: Austrians SO = 486 
Category B (exempted from internment but not 
from special restrictions): 
Germans 7,199; Austrians 822 = 8,021 
Category C (exempted both from internment and 
special restrictions): 
Germans 47,285; Austrians 6,597= 53,882

Refugee cases dealt with by the Tribunals included 
educated people who had been in positions of importance 
in Germany, and frequently in State service. The arts and 
professions were well represented. In some cases of 
educated persons it was found that the highest recommenda- 
tion from individuals of standing did not necessarily mean 
that there was a of an adverse nature. 

It was generally found that the attitude of domestic 
workers who had been here for some years was sympathetic 
to this country. In a large proportion of these cases the 
British employer appeared before the Tribunal and cordially 
supported the case of the servant. 

A common experience of Tribunal members has been to 
receive large numbers of letters from individual aliens 
expressing their gratitude to the Tribunal and to the country 
in which they have found asylum. 


SOCIETY FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
SCIENCE AND LEARNING 


Hard Hit by the War 


The Society for the Protection of Science and Learning, 
formerly known as the Academic Assistance Council, has, 
like other charitable organisations, been hard hit by the 
war. 

First, writes a JewisH CHRONICLE representative, greater 
demands are being made upon their funds. The Society is 
at present giving grants to just under a hundred refugee 
scholars; and applications are being received for financial 
assistance from a few whose positions had formerly been 
considered as well-established. ‘These have lost their jobs 
as a result of the closing of thew laboratories or tnstitutions. 
There are, naturally, very few openings now available for 
them. Research grants given by the Society have accordingly 
had to be cut, and a certain number of relief grants are 
being given for a short period. 

Secondly, mt ts much more difficult to help scholars to 
emigrate to other countries where the possibility of obtain- 
ing posts is greater. Il am told that not more than a dozen 
have been able to leave for the U.S.A. and South America 
since the war began. 

Help is being given to one or two Polish scholars who 
were stranded in this country when war broke out. The 
Society is willing to help, as far as possible, any other 
displaced Polish scholars, as well as scholars of any other 
nationality displaced “on grounds of race, religion, or 
political according. to the statement of its aims 
issued m 1933, when it was founded. 

! understand that the Society has provided the Govern- 
ment with particulars about the capabilities and qualifica- 
trons of refugee scholars registered with them-—all of whom 
have offered their services to this country tn the present 
emergency—and that the absorption of these scholars is 
uneer discussion 

The funds of the Society are raised by means of general 
appeals and by pavments of annual subscriptions of a 
guinea or more from members. No social activities are 
engaged in to obtain funds; but recently the Ballets Jooss 
gave a performance in Gambridee at the Arts Theatre on 
their beholf. This was an entirely spontaneous gesture. 

The fifth annual renort, which will give a survey of the 
position of the Society on the outbreak of war, is shortly 
to be published. 


“ TOLERANCE AND TRUE CHARITY ”

FREE GERMAN LEAGUE OF CULTURE 
New Home at Hampstead 


The Free German League of Culture in Great Britain has 


found a home, a place where it can maintain the great past 


of German art, inspire its colleagues, and expose the cultural 
barbarism of National Socialism. Many English friends, 
writes a JewISH CHRONICLE representative, were invited to 
the housewarming of this Centre at 36a, Upper Park Road, 
N.W.3, last week. The premises had been pons 
granted by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of the Churc 
of England. 

lt is planned to organise meetings and performances of all 
kinds, and to give members all the facilities of a club with 
reading-room, library, refreshments, etc. During January 
there are being given lectures on “ Federal Union,” and the 
first of a series of talks on “ British Institutions.” Music 
is not to be neglected either; and there is to be a pianoforte 
recital of Beethoven's works, and an orchestral concert of 
old English music. This last will take place at the Hamp- 
stead Music Studio. Theatrical performances are also being 
arranged. 

The object of all this cultural activity, | am told, is not 
only to maintain what is best in German culture, but also to 
acquaint refugees further with English language, literature, 
and institutions, thus helping them to adapt themselves to 
their new environment. 

The public can help them by giving additional furniture 
for their home. There is an urgent need for chairs, tables, 
book-shelves, carpets, lighting equipment, stage lighting 
apparatus, curtains, and every kind of furniture. The public 
can also help by becoming members of the League. This 
costs 3s. a year. 

The League ts an independent, non-political organisation 
of refugees from Germany, Austria, and Czechoslovakia. It 
has a membership of about 1,500, comprising artists, 
writers, actors, and musicians. There are branches in seven 
provincial towns.

ANTWERP REFUGEE CENTRE 
Inauguration Ceremony

The report of the Antwerp Refugee Committee for 1938/9 
has been issued. 

it refers to the work of the Dinner Fund, which yielded a 
large proportion of the income, and deals with the activity 
of the Kitchen, which supplied some 1,000 dinners per day, 
and with the sections looking after shoes, night-lodging, 
baths, children’s welfare, maternity clothing, emigration, and 
cultural work. 

The total income of the Committee was about £100.000, 
of which £40,000 was subscribed by Antwerp Jews, £10,000 
by the Government, and about £50,000 came from the Joint. 

The Antwerp Committee consists of voluntary workers, 
and the staff is mainly composed of refugees, which explains 
the fact that the administrative expenses are Only about 
2 per cent. of the total income.

FROM LODZ TO WARSAW 


The Road to Death 
JEWS PERISH IN SEALED TRAINS 


Nazis’ Newest Horror 


Of all the cities in Nazi-occupied Poland, Lodz stands 
out as the one in which the Jews are being subjected 
to persecution and torture almost unbelievable even 
under the Nazi regime. 

The Nazis, it seems, have made up their minds that 
whatever puppet State they may set up in Poland, Lodz 
will not be included in it, and that the famous manu- 


facturing centre, formerly known as the “ Manchester — 


of the East,” will become a “centre of Nazi culture.” 
With this end in view, they have started drafting into the 
city thousands of Germans from other parts of Poland 
and the Baltic States. To make room for them, they 
are driving out thousands of Jews and Poles. And now 
they have officially declared that Lodz is to become 
judenrein by March |. Previously, the Jews had been 
told to leave by this week. 

Next to Warsaw, Lodz had the largest Jewish popula- 
tion—approximately 100,000—and owed its prosperity 
and manufacturing fame largely to Jews. The war and 
the bombardment of the smaller provincial towns 
increased the Jewish population owing to the great influx 
of refugees. Both they and the native Jews are now 
to leave their homes without being allowed to take any 
of their belongings with them. 


“ Lebensraum” for Baltic Germans 


The methods used in deporting the Jews surpass in 
brutality anything hitherto devised by the Nazis. Daily 
some 1,700 Jews are being rounded up at random by 
Gestapo agents and ordered to leave. Those who fail 
to obey, because, they have nowhere to go, are taken 
to the railway station and forced into freight trains, 
which are then sealed and sent away to Warsaw, Lublin, 
or Cracow. But the miseries of the deportees are only 
beginning: the journey to Warsaw, for instance, which 
is only a few hours distant, takes eight days or more, 
for the trains are left for days on sidings. 

People who have seen the sealed cars say that the 
spectacle of misery and suffering which they present is 
unbearable: the trucks are unheated and are bitterly 
cold; the doors are locked; and the people are crowded 


together like cattle. There is no air and very little 


food; nor is there any sanitary convenience. Small 
wonder that when these cars are opened after the long 
journey many are found dead, especially among the 
children. 


Woman-Hunt 


For those that remain in Lodz, existence is an endless 
round of terror. The plight of the women is especially 
horrifying. Many of them are being seized by Nazi 
soldiers and fail te return. It is feared that they are 
held imprisoned in the military brothels. Jewish parents, 
fearing for their daughters’ safety, are sending them 
away to Warsaw and Cracow by every possible con- 
veyance, 

The wild acts of brutality committed by Nazi soldiers 
in the local Jewish quarters are unprintable. Jewish 


houses are plundered and Jews attacked in the streets 
and arrested. 


A Nazi Film 


To mislead world opinion as to the treatment of the 
local Jews, the Gestapo forced 400 Jews to stage a 
service in one of the Synagogues, which was filmed for 
propaganda purposes. There have been several Lodz 
films of this kind. The congregation was then taken 
to a Jewish restaurant and forced to sing and look 
happy while sitting at tables laden with food, the 
Gestapo, of course, being careful not to let the Jews 
actually partake of it. A film of this “ happy” scene 
was also taken; and from the restaurant the Jews were 
taken straight to a forced labour camp. The third 
act of this Jewish tragedy was, needless to say, not 
filmed. 

And so, between the terror of the sealed trains and 
the terror of the streets, numbers of Lodz Jews prefer 
to flee from the city on foot, ill-clad and hungry, many 
of them to die on the roads. Im any case, the Nazis 
accomplish their aim. Lodz is rapidly becoming a city 
without Jews. | 

Those who reach Warsaw bring fresh problems to the 
stricken capital. As many of the houses in its Jewish 
district were destroyed during the bombardment, most 
of the newcomers are unable to find accommodation, 
and entire families are obliged to sleep in the court- 
yards of tenement houses. This increases still more 
the scope of the epidemics which have been raging in 
Warsaw for months. But since that, too, serves the 
Nazi purpose of reducing the number of Jews in Poland, 
they are not averse to allowing it to go on.

To Carry Out Nazi Orders CAMPS | ; 


Indications of Greater Activity : 
MEMBERS MUST BE “ACCEPTABLE” Jews With Relatives in Soviet Poland 7 


REPORTED RUSSO-GERMAN AGREEMENT 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the Soviet 
authorities have concluded an agreement with the Nazis 
whereby Jews or Poles interned in Nazi concentration 
camps are to be released if any relatives in the Soviet- 
occupied zone file a statement with the Soviet 
authorities asking for permission for them to immigrate. 

Such relatives of interned Polish citizens will have to 
undertake to maintain the immigrants for at least one 
month. Statements will first have to be approved by 
the Soviet Consulates in Germany and will then be 
submitted to the Nazi authorities, who will bring the 
prisoners from the concentration camp to the Soviet 
Consulate, where their passports will be stamped with 
a Soviet immigration visa. They will then be released 
and must leave for the Soviet-occupied district of Poland 
within the shortest possible time. 

The release of the first 200 Polish Jews from the 
Sachsenhausen concentration camp under this agree- 
ment is expected to take place shortly. Thousands of 
Polish Jews may in this way be saved from the hell of 
the concentration camps. 


Lwow University To-day 


Dr. Frank, the Nazi Governor-General in Poland, 
has issued a decree for the compulsory establishment 
wi responsibdie tor ihe carrying out of a 
issued by the Nazis. 

The full text of the decree is as follows: 


A Jewish representative body must be establi: 

This body is to be called “ Judenrat,” and must be com- 

of twelve members in towns with a Jewish population 
not exceeding 10,000, and twenty-four members in towns with 
a Jewish population of over 10,000. Members of the councils 
must be local residents and must be clected by the local Jews. 
If one member of the “ Judenrat © leave the Community, another 
member must be immediately elected in his place. 

The “ Judenrat ” elects from among its members one person 
as President of the Council and another as his deputy. 

The list of the members of the “ Judenrat must be sub- 
mitted to the regional and urban Nazi authorities, who have a 
right to decide whether the compocition of the “ Judenrat ” 
is acceptable or not. The Nazi authorities are also entitled 
to change the composition of the “ Judenrat” by the appoint- 
ment of new members. 

The “Judenrat”™ is obliged to receive the orders of the German 
authorities through its President or his deputy, and is responsible 
for the carrying out of these orders. 


TWO YEARS’ FORCED LABOUR 
Children Not Spared 


Two years’ forced labour has been decreed for all 
Jews between the ages of fourteen and sixty in the Nazi- 
occupied zone. The period may be lengthened beyond 
two years “if the educational purposes intended are 
not attained in the time given.” 

As a first step, the Mayor of all towns will call 
upon the Jews to register with the new “ Jew-Councils.” 
When a Jew is called up for work he must appear with 
food for two days, two blankets, and all the tools he 
has. If necessary the “ Jew-Council™” must transport 
machinery to the appointed place. Deserters will be 
punished with up to ten years’ imprisonment and con- 
fiscation of their property. 

Jews who are to be transferred to the Soviet Union 
under the German-Soviet agreement for the exchange 
of Germans against Ukrainians and White Russians 
may “in part” be exempted from the regulations. 

In Warsaw, says THE Times, there will be two years’ 
forced labour in special camps for all male Jews 
between twelve and sixteen years, and for all Jewesses 
between fourteen and sixteen years. 


~ RELIEF IN POLAND “IN A 
ROTTEN MESS” 


Jews Deprived of Their. Share 
QUAKER LEADER’S ALLEGATION 


Relief in Poland “is in a rotten mess.” This state- 
ment was made in Washington by Mr. Ciarence E. 
Pickett, Director of the Quaker Relief Organisation, 
following a conference with President Roosevelt. The 
‘Quaker service, Mr. Pickett added, had ceased its efforts 
— “ we feel that the Jews will not be deprived of their 
share.” 

A st. rent issued by the Polish Government in 
France deciares that the American Red Cross and the 
Hoover Relief Committee have now reached a definite 
agreement with the Nazi authorities. The Hocver 
Committee, it is stated, is to deliver food and clothing, 
and the American Red Cross is to deliver medicaments 
and blankets.. All this relief work is to be conducted 
through the German Red Cross. 

Jewish relief organisations in Paris, however, are far 
from certain that the Jews in the Nazi zone will receive 
any relief dispatched by American charitable organisa- 
tions. It is pointed out that although the German Re 
Cross, which is to distribute American relief, is su 
posed to be a non-political body, its Chairman qui 
recently broadcast an address on racialism in which 
made the usual Nazi anti-Jewish attacks. 


A message received by the American Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee from the International Red Cross states 
that typhoid is still raging in Warsaw. Polish Government 
Circles state that the Nazi authorities, while taking measures 
that the epidemic should not spread among the soldiers, 
did nothing to fight it among the civil population. 


The Nazi authorities in Warsaw have given permission 
to the Jeas (Jewish Emigrant Aid Society of Poland) to re- 
Open its headquarters. 


News that the Rabbi of Ger is safe in Warsaw has 
reached the World Agudist Organisation. Attempts are 
ing made to secure him a visa, and the Palestine Govern- 
ment states that a certificate has been reserved for him. 
_ The Nazi Governor of Warsaw has issued a decree order- 
ing all Jewish undertakings to exhibit the Magen David on 
front of their shops or offices. Further, all Jews must 
wear prominently a white Magen David armlet. 


SETTLEMENT OF POLISH JEWS ? 


There are increasing indications that the Soviet 
Government, confronted with the problem of refugees 
from Nazi Poland and the new “ declassed elements ™ 
in the annexed parts of Poland, intends to revitalise the 
old Biro-Bidjan settlement scheme for Jews; and it was 
reported last week that 100 Ukrainian Jewish families 
are shortly to be sent there. 

The Sovietisation of Western Ukraine and Western 


Byelorussia has resulted in tens of thousands of Jews, - 


manufacturers, wholesale traders, and exporters being 
left suddenly without any means of livelihood. Few of 
them can be absorbed in Soviet industry or in indus- 
trialised agriculture, both of which are experiencing 
considerable difficulties at present So the policy of 
drafting both these categories, the refugees and the 
declassed, to Biro-Bidjan has again come to the fore. 
" For some time there has been little news of this 

Autonomous Jewish Region,” which used to be 
boosted as a successful experiment in solving the Jewish 
question in Soviet Russia. The recruiting of new settlers 
from abroad was stopped; and the foreign propaganda 
and money-raising committees were dissolved. Then 
came news that “purges” and trials of “ wreckers” 
and “ spies’ were taking place in Biro-Bidjan 

It is difficult to judge objectively the actual progress 
of the colonisation work, as Soviet sources are almost 
the only means of information available. 


Virgin Soil 


During the past month, reports have begun to appear 
in the Soviet Press, both general and Jewish, that the 
Autonomous Region was now capable of absorbing new 
settlers. The official Soviet organ in English, the 
Moscow News, describes the situation there as 
follows: 

rhe birth and development of the Jewish Autonomous Region, 
which held its first congress of local Soviets five years ago, on 
December 18, 1934, is a striking illustration of the beneficent 
influence of the Stalinist national policy. . 

Apart from gold mining and lumbecring, there was no indu:try 
in this region. To-day, clothing, furniture, boot and shoe, 
knitted goods, and dry goods industries are being developed at 
a rapid rate. In five years, industrial output has increased 
3.5 times 

Agriculture has been placed on a firm basis. With the modern 
technical equipment received from the State, the setilers have 
drained 27,000 acres of marshland in the past ten years, cleared 
4.500 acres of forest land, and increased the cultivated area by 
45.000 acres, the total area under cultivation amounting to 
80.900 acres in 1937 | 

With the aid of eight machine and tractor stations, a great 
number of tractors, combines, and other agricultural imple- 
ments, eighty per cent. of all ficld work ts performed by 
machinery. Grain cultivation and cattle breeding are being 
successfully developed, the number of horses, cows, and pigs 
having substantially increased 

The Jewish peasants are united in collective farms, which 
embraced 977 per cent. of all houscholds on January 1, 1938 

No figures of the present Jewish population of the 
region have been made public so far. One can only 
make a guess on the basis of the reports of the elections 
to the Regional Soviet, which were held at the end of 
last month. Whether all those who cast votes were 
Jews is not stated. It is reported in PrRavpba that 101,381 
electors out of 102,873 registered voters took part, and 
that (as one could have told beforehand) 98.77 per cent. 
voted for the “ block of the Communists and non-Party 
people.” The Regional Soviet of the Jewish Auto- 
nomous Region consists of sixty-three Deputies, of 
whom forty-four are Communists and twenty-three non- 
Party. Among the Deputies are fourteen women. 


Soviet Experiment 


Whether the creation of the Autonomous Jewish 
Region, which, with all the publicity and Government 
support, has not up to now been able to attract a very 
considerable number of declassed Jews in the Soviet 
Union, is really a “striking success” of Communist 
national policy, can be more than doubted—especially 
when it is compared with the demonstrable success in 
Palestine. 

Biro-Bidjan is not a very happy Jewish island in the 
Soviet Union, but at any rate it is a corner where Jews 
seem to have succeeded in adjusting their social life 
to new conditions without being compelled to give up 
completely their language and national characteristics, 
as in other parts of the Soviet Union, where religious 
life is on the decline and Yiddish is less and less spoken. 

It will be interesting to watch the developments and 
to see what influence the new Polish-Jewish settlers will 
have on the life on this unique Community, thousands 
of miles distant from the former centres of Jewish life 
and activities.

The Yiddish language has been given full rights at 
the University of Lwow, in the Soviet zone of Poland. 
Yiddish now figures on all announcements side by side 
with Russian, Ukrainian, and Polish. It is expected 
that a Chair for Yiddish Literature will soon be estab- 
lished. All Jewish lecturers who were excluded from 
the University by a resolution adopted just before the 
war by the Polish assistant professors, providing that 
only “ Aryans” could be members of their association, 
have now been readmitied. 

A number of Polish students of the Endek type at 
first refused to enter the classrooms on whose doors 
Yiddish figured beside Polish. But they were soon 
reconciled to the fact. and now attend the lectures along 
with the others. 

Full rights for Yiddish at the University is the first 
step, the Soviet authorities say, towards making Yiddish 
one of the official languages in the occupied territory. 


HONOURS FOR YUGOSLAV JEWS 
Patriarch Condemns Persecution 


Three Jewish judges have received high honours in 
Yugoslavia’s new year’s honours list. One of them, 
M. Avram Russo, a judge of the Supreme Court, 
received the Order of the Yugoslav Crown, Class HII. 
Judge Julius Deutsch, of the Court of Appeal, received 
the Sava Order, Class Ill; and Judge Avram Baruch, 
Clerk to the High Court, received the Sava Order, 
Class VI. 

The persecution of Jews was condemned by Patriarch 
Gavrilo recently when he visited the Synagogue in 
Vukovar, a small provincial town. 

“tam deeply touched,” he said, “ by the sufferings 
of your coreligionists in certain States. Our Church has 
always condemned violence and has never persecuted 
anyone because of his faith. I can assure you that we 
Serbs have never made any distinction between our- 
selves and our Jewish fellow-citizens. For this reason 
I cannot help but be deeply moved whenever I hear of 
the persecution of your people.” 


HUNGARY BANS MORE JEWISH 
PUBLICATIONS 


It is reported from Budapest that the daily bulletins 
of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency have been placed On 
the banned list by the Hungarian Government. Among 
the other publications banned is the UNIVeRS ISRAELITE, 
of Paris. 

Recently, readers will recall, THE Jewish CHRONICLE 
was informed by the Press Attaché at the Hungarian 
Legation in London that several issues had been benned 
on the ground that they contained articles considered 


offensive to heads of foreign States.

ANTI-SEMITISM OVER AMERICA 


** Christian Front’s’’ Terrorist Plot 
U.S. CONSPIRACY ARRESTS 


‘* Eradication of Jews ” 


A sensation has been caused among both Jewish 
and non-Jewish citizens in the U.S.A. by this week's 
announcement by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, head “ G-Man” 
and Chief of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, that 
eighteen members of the “ Christian.Front “—the anti- 
Jewish and pro-Nazi organisation, whose activities THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE has frequently reported—have been 
arrested on a charge of conspiracy to overthrow the 
Government and set up a dictatorship. All but one of 
the men have now been remanded on bail of £12,000 
each. 

Mr. Hoover said that a “small arsenal” had been 
discovered in New York City and that the plotters’ plans 
included the bombing of the Jewish Datty FoRWaARD 
and the seizing of the Customs House, main post office, 
Federal Reserve banks, and armouries. 

Those arrested functioned as a “ Sports Club,” which 
Mr. Hoover described as “a secret organisation which 
specialised in training men for a projected revolution 
and stealing arms from Government defence forces.” 

Among its early acts of terror the Club allegedly 
planned to begin the complete eradication of Jews and 
the seizure of all public utilities. 

The principal leaders arrested are John F. Cassidy, 
head of the “ Christian Front” (who was addressed by 
his followers as the Fiihrer and greeted with the Nazi 
salute) and William Gerald Bishop, head of the “ Sports 
Club.” Federal agents in several raids confiscated com- 
pleted and uncompleted bombs, a number of rifles, and 
thousands of rounds of ammunition. The alleged con- 
spiracy was at least seven months old. 

The members, says Mr. Hoover, met secretly tn 
private houses, one of which at least was that of a 
member of the German-American Bund. Many were 
connected with the United States Reserve Forces. The 
“Christian Front ’*had “ thousands of members.” 


Father Coughlin’s Disavowal 


Cassidy has, in the past, proclaimed himself a follower 
of Father Coughlin: but the anti-Jewish “ radio-priest ” 
repudiated his would-be disciple. Last October, he 
declares, he publicly returned a cheque tor $1,000 which 
the “ Christian Front”. had. sent him, sayimg that he 
would not accept “ any such kind of money ~ and warn- 
ing his followers to have nothing to do with such 
Organisations. 

Only recently, the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League 
alleges, “Social Justice” supporters in Philadelphia 
picketed the radio station WDAS, which had boycotted 
Father Coughlin’s speeches, and Cassidy conferred with 
Nellett, the local leader, and helped to organise a public 
meeting. 

Bishop ts believed to have been born in Vienna thirty- 
nine years ago. He ts alleged to have been deported 
three times from England and three times from Belgium. 
He is described as an accomplished linguist, speaking 
German, French, Spanish, and Arabic, besides English.

U.S. Jew-Baiters’ Incitement 


the spirit of violence that prevails among the U.S. 
Jew-baiters, as revealed by Mr. Hoover, is further 
evidenced by a survey of recent anti-Jewish meetings 
by the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League. 

At a meeting i» New York of the “ Christian 
Mobilisers,” Frank Woodruff, the Chairman, declared: 
“ We are out to smash tke Jewish internationalism in 
the White House and City Hall. We have a militant 
organisation and will carry the fight into the streets.” 
Another speaker, the Rev. Herbert Lewi% said: 
“Seventy thousand well-armed Christian minute-men 
stand ready in New England to begin the bloody 
massacre.” 

The leader, Joe E. McWilliams (who -has_ been 
associated with Fritz Kuhn, the Bund Fihrer now in 
Sing-Sing) spoke of the “ valiant fighters who are ready 
to sacrifice their lives in the bloody rebirth of America.” 

A new pro-Nazi group which has appeared in the 
south-west is the “American Christian Movement,” 
allegedly organised by a millionaire lumber magnate. 
Said to be associated with him ts the Jew-baiter Gerald 
Winrod, leader of the “ Christian Defenders.” 

In Kansas City, the Ku-Klux-Klan has again become 


active in anti-Semitic work under the ieadership of 
James Fink, who was aided in his reorganisation by a 
former leader of the “ Knights of the White Camellia,” 
George Deatherage. With his organisation, in turn, 
the U.S. anti-Jewish leader, Major-General Moseley, 
has been connected. 


NEW YORK’S WAY WITH JEW- 
BAITERS 


Preventing Incitement 


“The New York authorities will deal properly with 
any misguided troublemakers who, under the guise of 
free speech, slander or vilify peaceful groups residing 
in this city.” This unequivocal statement has been made 
by the Mayor, Mr. LaGuardia, in a letter to THE VOICE, 
the organ of the Committee of Catholics for Human 
Rights. 

New York City will remain free for all who wish to 
express their opinion, says the Mayor, laying down as 
a guiding policy that “ both freedom of speech and the 
right of racial and religious minorities to be free from 
abuse are simultaneously recognised.” There have, he 
comments, been 238 cases of arrest or summons for anti- 
Semitic agitation in the past six months, of which, 112 
resulted in convictions. 

“ These cases,” Mr. LaGuardia adds, “have served 
to bring to light, in at least five instances, convictions 


- for other crimes of some of the active participants at 


such meetings. The police will continue to make arrests 
and issue summonses for any further violation of law.” 
The police also separated vendors of provocative news- 
papers on the streets and restricted the language which 
they might use to “ a smgle announcement of the name 
and price of the periodical they sell.” To guard against 
any possible breach of peace, street-corner meetings of 
these groups have, from the outset, been adequately 
policed by from six to twenty-five officers, depending 
on the size of the gathering. At one recent large 
meeting, fifty-nine officers were assigned. 


HITLER’S CANADIAN DISCIPLES 


Several anti-Semitic posters that appeared in Sainte 
Agathe, the holiday resort in the Laurentian mountains 
which was the scene of anti-Jewish incidents last year, 
have brought an angry protest. from Mr. Liboiron, the 
Mayor. He immediately ordered the police to remove 
them. According to him, outsiders trying to interfere 
with the holiday influx of visitors to the resort were 
responsible for the posters. There are only five ‘or 
six Jewish families who live in Sainte Agathe all the 


‘year round, and they are highly esteemed by their 


fellow-citizens, the Mayor said. There were two Jewish 
hotels in the town owned by Jewish people, and they 
added to the town’s attractiveness. 


ITALIAN RIDDLE 
Is Anti-Semitism Being Relaxed ? 


Although there is a general feeling among Italian 
Jews that the worst period of Fascist persecution 
is over and that the Government is no longer anxious 
to copy the methods of the Nazis by issuing further 
anti-Jewish decrees, the authorities nevertheless con- 
tinue to enforce strictly the laws compelling Jews to 
register and to keep their businesses below the 20,000 
lire level. 

In Turin, for instance, fifteen Jews have been sen- 
tenced to two weeks’ imprisonment for failing to register, 
and in Florence, three Jews have seen sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment for being connected with busi- 
nesses with a capital of over 20,000 lire: In Milan, the 
authorities continue to raid the homes of Jews suspected 
of sending abroad their holdings in foreign currency; 
but, on the other hand, the Government has authorised 
about 300 Jewish businesses in Turin to continue to 
function undisturbed. 

The GIORNALE D'ITALIA has been refuting as “ fan- 
tastic ” the assertion of Mme. Tabouis (reported in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE) that there has been a mitigation of 
the Italian Government's anti-Semitic policies. In a 
leading article héaded “ Where has she seen it?” the 
paper declares: “ All the racial laws so far have, with- 
out exception, been applied and are still in full force.” 
The supervision of the life and work of Jews has not 
been relaxed, and the Jewish problem in Italy is still real, 
it adds. | 

Yet in spite of this officially inspired denial, it is 
claimed in informed circles in Rome that Mme. 
Tabouis’s information is not without foundation. The 
unpopular anti-Jewish programme has of late been 
almost ignored by the Press, and a tendency to interpret 
certain phases of the anti-Jewish law with less severity 
has been noticeable. 


ULTIMATUM TO CZECH JEWS 


Three Weeks to Leave 
DEPORTATION TO LUBLIN 


Jews in the Czech Protectorate are reported to have 
been given three weeks’ notice either to emigrate or be 
deported to the Lublin Pale. It was earlier stated that 
Jews would be given up to the end of 1940. Each Jew 
will be permitted to take with him only a small sum 
and a few personal belongings. The remainder of his 
property falls to the Nazis. 

A report received by official Polish circles in France 
adds that instructions have been issued to Nazis through- 
out the Protectorate to make the life of the Jews so 
miserable that they will of their own accord be glad 
to leave as soon as possible. In any event, the Jews 
are being continually harried by the Gestapo, who raid 
their homes and carry off not only valuables but also 
all the food they can find. 

Arrests and executians of Jews take place daily all 
over the Protectorate. One of the victims was Otto 
Freund, former Director of the Prague Union Bank, 
who was arrested and tortured to death. Dr. Hoch, 
the Rabbi of Pilsen, is said to have been murdered, and 
Dr. Schoen, the Rabbi of Brno, ts said to have been 
sent to the Dachau concentration camp. 

This week, Herr Klein, a Gestapo official stationed 
up to now in Poland, who has gained notoriety for his 
brutal treatment of the Jews of Moravska-Ostrava 
expelled to Lublin, was transferred to Prague, where 
he is to supervise the new expulsions. The Gestapo 
has announced the dissolution of 123 Jewish Com- 
munities, and their property is to be converted by the 
Prague Jewish Community into cash to pay for legal 
and illegal emigration. 


Nazi Police in Charge 


The Naropni List: and the anti-Jewish VLAasKa, of 
Prague, announce that the department of the Protector, 
Baron von Neurath, ts drafting a law placing the Jews 
under the control of the German police only, and dis- 
continuing, as far as the Jews are concerned, the 
authority hitherto also exercised by the Czech puppet 
Government, headed by Dr. Hacha. The VLAJKA, in 
welcoming the proposed new law, declares that it will 
completely segregate the Jews from the Czechs, 

According to the NATIONAL ZEITUNG, of Essen, there 
are at present 90,147 Jews in the Protectorate, of whom 
51,176 are over the age of forty and 10,142 are under 
the age of fifteen: Of the total, 80,319 are Jews by 
religion. The 1930 Jewish population was 110,000. 


PALE FOR SLOVAK JEWS 


Pro-Nazi Government Finds Growing 
Opposition 


The Nazi Grenzpote, of Bratislava, is urging the 
Slovak Government to confine all Jews to a reservation 
in the mountainous Tatra district, pending their 
deportation to Lublin. 

Oifices have been opened in Bratislava and other 
towns in order to expedite the liquidation of Jewish 
property. On this occasion, the Government action 
follows the GRENZBOTE’S prompting. 

In Bratislava, the Jews are forbidden to leave their 
homes between 4 p.m. and 6 a.m., and they are to be 
gradually confined to the Jewish quarter. The Jews 
have to make their food purchases in special shops, 
where only limited supplies are available. 

But one thing the Government cannot do is to check 
the growing disillusionment of the Slovaks with the 
present Nazi-controlled regime. The change of feeling 
is noticeable not only among the intellectuals, who are 
disgusted with the suppression of national freedom, and 
the merchants and industrialists, whose businesses have 
been ruined, but also among members of the Hlinka 
Guards. Some members arg expressing their protest 
by showing friendship to thé Jews and by denouncing 
the Nazis’ anti-Jewish theOries as a swindle. 

To head off this feeling, the authorities have been 
alleging that many Slovak Jews are helping the Allies 
as agents of the British Secret Service, and the police 
have been raiding thousands of Jewish homes and 
making hundreds of arrests. Thirty-nine of them are 


to be tried on a charge of spying, and may be sentenced 
to death. 


FORCED LABOUR IN BERLIN 


Thousands of Berlin Jews, says a Brussels report, 
have been mobilised by the Nazis to sweep the snow 
off the streets. 

The Nazis have meanwhile decided to discontinue 
all public relief for unemployed Jews. 

The British United Press states that the food 
authorities in Berlin have decreed that Jews shall receive 
no milk in future. ¢

Full Apology

M. Stronsky. the Deputy Prime Minister of the Polish 
Government, has expressed his regrets to representatives 
of the Association of Polish Jews in France who came 
to see him in connection with disparaging references 
to Warsaw Jews which had appeared in an article pub- 
lished in GLOS POLSKI, the official organ of the Polish 
Government. 

The article in question was one of a series of descrip- 
tive accounts of recent events in Poland. I understand 
that the publication of the remainder of the series has 
been stopped. 


JEWS IN THE POLISH ARMY 
18,000 Registrations 
[By our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


The number of Jews registered in the Polish Army 
formed in France is now about 18,000. The majority 
are Polish Jews who had lived in France and Belgium. 
But there are also a considerable number from other 
countries, including England and Holland. 

Not all the Jews registered have yet been called up. 
So far only a small part of them are undergoing mili- 
tary training under Polish and French officers. It is 
expected that by the time the Polish Army is ready and 
complete, which is likely to be about the end of March, 
the number of Jews in it will be between 10,000 and 
15,000. More Jews will come into the second Polish 
Army, which will be organised soon after and placed 
in the field by the side of the Allied forces. 


LITHUANIA ARRESTS ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 


The Lithuanian police recently arrested six Jewish 
illegal immigrants from Poland. They were sentenced 
to one month’s imprisonment and to deportation to 
the German-occupied part of Poland. <A group of 
illegal immigrants, consisting entirely of Chalutzim, 
were deported to the Russian zone. 

M. Milknayevicki, Vice-President of the Vilna Jewish 
Community, has been appointed Town Councillor in 
Vilna. 

The Congress of Lithuanian Rabbis, which opened 
in Kaunas recently, was welcomed by the Mayor, M. 
Rusteika, and a representative of the Lithuanian 
Government, M. Solblis. The Premier, Colonel 
Merkys, sent a message to the Congress. 

The street in Vilna, in which the Russian Jewish sculptor, 
Antokolsky, was born, has been named after him by the 
Municipality. 

It is reported that the police have succeeded in tracing 
and arresting the leaders of the gang who were responsible 
for the Vilna anti-Jewish riots in November, 1939. 

At a conference in Kaunas of leaders of Jewish emigration 
societies in Baltic countries, it was decided to appeal to the 
Hicem in Paris to take steps to organise better emigration 
facilities; to obtain a reserve of immigration permits to be 
used in most urgent cases; to create a large emigration fund; 
and to intervene with the American Government to enlarge 
the Polish quota in view of the fact that no emigration ts 
at present possible from those areas of Poland which have 
been incorporated in the Soviet Union. 


URUGUAY—Prominent Uruguayan personalities, repre- 
senting all sections of the population, have within recent 
weeks made public statements denouncing the anti-Jewish 
propaganda carried on by Nazi agents in South America. 
The Socialist Deputy, Sefior P. Cardozo, has announced his 
intention to introduce a Bill to prohibit such activity. The 
Government has issued a decree prohibiting the broadcasting 
of any propaganda liable to spread hatred for racial or 
religious reasons. 


BOLIVIA—The consecration of the first Jewish cemetery 
in Bolivia took place in La Paz in the presence of a large 
number of Jews from that and other towns, and of repre- 
sentatives of the Bolivian Government. 


SOUTH AFRICA—Mr. J. P. de Jager, one of the most 
prominent politicians in the Orange Free State, has trans- 
ferred his allegiance from General Hertzog to General 
Smuts, the Prime Minister. His break with the Hertzog 
Party, says the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING POsT, is 
symptomatic of an apparently widening gap between that 
Party and Dr. Malan’s Nationalists.

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THE PRIME MINISTER’S 
STATEMENT 


THE restraint and extreme economy of explanation 
which marked the speeches of the Prime Minister 
and his former War Secretary during the debate on 
Mr. Hore-BeELIsHa’s departure from oflice may have 
been justified by the urgencies of the present situation. 
No one in his senses could have wished for a Parhia- 
mentary dog-fight at this critical moment in national 
affairs. Nevertheless, the obscurity which the 
whole incident has been left, and the fact that the 
House, as one leading paper says, remained 
“ puzzled,” cannot but be a source of sincere regret. 
For the Jewish Community, whose feelings had been 
assailed by the reports of anti-Jewish sentiment at the 
back of the whole trouble, the lavish reticence that 
was maintained has created, inevitably, some sense 
of disappointment.

The nearest and indeed only approach to any 
explanation of the removal of the former War Secre- 
tary that the Premier gave was in the solitary sen- 
tence in which he referred to the “ difficulties ” which 
possibly could be described as “ arising out of the 
very great qualities” of his outgoing colleague. But 
what those difficulties were he did not say, and 1m the 
rest of his actual speech on the subject, although 
other rumours were dismissed, he made no allusion 
whatever to the allegations of anti-Semitic prejudice 
that have obtained currency tn the Press. 

That fact may perhaps be taken as a measure of the 
contempt he felt for the charge. And certainly when 
he came to deal with this at a later stage of the debate 
he denied it with an explicitness and directness the 
sincerity of which could not be questioned. Asked by 
Mr. McGovern whether he would give an affirmation 
or a demal of COLONEL WrEDGWoOoD’s statement that, 
while the Cabinet did not want to please Germany, 
they wanted to please the very exalted circles who 
wanted to please Germany. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN re- 
plied that he had hardly thought that the statement 
was worth a denial, but that, since he had been asked, 
of course he denied it entirely. In reply to a further 
remark by CoLONEL. WeDGWoopD he made the follow- 
ing clear-cut declaration: “I deny that 1 asked my 
right hon. friend to take another office from that 
which he was occupying on account of prejudice 
aroused by the fact that he was a Jew.” Whether such 
prejudice had been subterraneously active in other 
quarters or not, we have here a straightforward and 
downright denial, given in the hearing of Parliament 
and the world, that he, the Prime Minister, was influ- 
enced by it in the action he took. That rejoinder 
can only be accepted and welcomed. The standards 
of English pubhe life permit of no other course. 

That the suspicion of anti-Jewish sentiment was not 
without plausibility was admitted in these columns 
last week. How could it be otherwise, with the recol- 
lection of the sleepless anti-Jewish campaign that has 
been proceeding, and not least among the feather- 
headed folk who made a drawing-room pet of 
Ribbentrop, now proved one of the most bitter and 
ruthless enemies that the Empire has ever been 
plagued with? But the allegation that this had been 


instrumental in the War Secretary’s loss of office. 
rested on nothing more than surmise. It cannot weigh 


against the formal and categorical denial of the Prime 
Minister. The charge has, in short, been squareiy 
made, and as squarely rebutted. If not justice then 
at least common sense would therefore dictate that we 
do not continue to play with the totally unproven 
insinuation of official British anti-Semitism and thus 
make a present to Hitler of an argument which would 
be highly agreeable and useful to him but would be 
no less mischievous to vital Jewish interests. Why 
give Goebbels and Lord Haw-Haw the chance, 
unjustified though it be, to claim that Germany cannot 
be reproached with her treatment of the Jews secing 
that Britain, by adopting anti-Semitism, had lent it the 
scal of her approval? 

That the only Jew in the Government should have 
resigned, for reasons not disclosed, 1s, one must admit, 
not an event in which Jews can rejoice. The circum- 
stances are precisely those best calculated to give a 
handle to suspicion and slander, and, indeed, this is 
the use which has already been made of them by the 
baser sort of the anti-Jewish canaiile. But against this 
can be set the dignified and patriotic speech of ex- 
planation which the ex-War Minister gave to the 
House, and the general tributes to the valuable work 
for the nation that this Jewish statesman had done. 

Perhaps the whole story of what has happened will 
never be known. Even when the archives have 
delivered up their dusty records individual memories 
and individual testimonies will blur the outlines of 
truth, as they have done in history in countless 
instances. Better, then, that we fasten attention to-day 
on the overmastering task of victory. 


But we must not forget that that task embraces the 
duty of safeguarding the home front as well as the 
fighting fronts on land, on sea, or in the air. For to 
believe the disclaimer of official anti-Semitism is not 
to assume that anti-Semitism does not exist in this 
country. All the evidence printed week by week in 
these columns is proof positive that it not only exists 
but, in more senses than one, enjoys a rude health. 
The Community will render a priceless contribution 
to the Allies’ ultimate triumph if, by continuously ex- 
posing the machinations of these anti-Semitically 
screened helpers of Hitler, it helps to keep Britain 
one and undivided in the face of the common enemy. 


THE COWARDS’ GAME 


One of the most contemptible forms of anti-Jewish 
activity in London and the Provinces is the pasting or 
painting of anti-Semitic slogans on the walls during the 
hours of the black-out. It is a mean and cowardly act 
which places its perpetrators far below the level of 
sneak-thieves, who, in fact, do not appear to have seized 
in any numbers on the opportunity of the national 
emergency in order to ply their traffic. In London the 
police seem to be less concerned with checking this 
pestilent conduct than is the case in Manchester, and 
this has consequently thrown the work on the victims 
themselves. H is satisfactory to learn, however, that it 
is being done as quickly as the removal of the strongly 
affixed marking permits. The Fascists deny any com- 
plicity in the slogan-pasting. It is, according to the 
excuse they are instructed to make, done by individuals 
acting entirely on their own, But it does not need the 
direct orders of any Fascist Organisation. The -per- 
petual slanders on the Jews, acting on evil and 
unbalanced minds, are calculated to get the job done 
quite as quickly. 

Our Special Correspondent reports a member of a 
certain body this week as openly bragging, in a public 
place, that his organisation was sending Fascist propa- 
ganda into the Army. Are the authorities alive to the 
protean shapes which Fascist propaganda, individual 
or collective, is taking, forms which are inimical to the 
national weal at this critical hour? Judging from the 
case reported last week, in which a woman speaker was 
allowed to incite to the murder of Jews, while the police, 
according to our correspondent, stood by silent and 


inactive, it would seem that they are either asleep or 
indifferent. 


PALESTINE’S ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 


THe measures announced recently by the High 
Commissioner for Palestine for the relief of unemploy- 
ment and distress in that country are a welcome, if, 
as a correspondent this week shows, a belated, step. 
Why the delay occurred is inexplicable, or, at any rate, 
it has not been adequately explained. While going 
some distance, too, towards the righting of the present 
situation, the Government's intentions, as our corre- 
spondent sets forth and as our own columns have week 
by week proved, do not go nearly far enough. In 
particular, the all-important citrus industry, in spite of 
such assistance as is promised, is not sufficiently helped 
in its parlous plight. The banking situation, too, 
remains difficult—a matter of crucial consequence since 
it makes it impossible for these ‘inancial institutions to 
continue their support of industry and trade. The 
position, in fact, is such that our correspondent’s sug- 
gestion that the local Government should share the 
risk inherent in the reconstruction of various promising 
enterprises is one that should clearly be taken into 
serious, early, and practical consideration, 


FAIR PLAY IN TRADE 


THERE are two proposals which, if adopted, would 
very largely help the Palestine economy. The first is 
the extension to that country of the system of Imperial 
Preference. This is, indeed, a very old plan with which 
the Government have often expressed their sympathy 
but in connection with which, owing to the terms on 
which the Mandate is held, nothing constructive has 
been done. The second is a rectification of the iniqui- 
tous position under which Palestine has been the 
dumping ground for foreign imports without being able 
to take protective measures against the barring of 
Palestine products in the lands of the dumpers. The 
question is whether, in war conditions and with the 
country in the trough of a serious depression, these 
limitations should be indefinitely tolerated, without at 
least a vigorous attempt at their removal. No one can 
deny that the Jews of the Yishuv have made gallant 
efforts to escape from their difficulties, by means of 
unemployment funds, the starting of new industries, 
and so forth. It is surely time that the powers that be 
also measured fully up to their responsibilities. One 
point especially deserves to be emphasised at the present 
juncture. The steps recently announced by the High 
Commissioner are only rendered possible by the utilisa- 
tion of the surpluses left by prosperous years. These 
were accumulated out of taxation which was mostly 
paid by Jews. Had the Jews not flocked to the country, 
there would have been no surpluses and the Arabs who 
now share in them would have longed and prayed for 
Jewish immigration, We hope the lesson will sink into 
the minds of both Arabs and Government. 


MR. PERLZWEIG’S MISSION 


As already announced in these columns, the Rev. 
M. L. Perlzweig, who is Chairman of the British Section 
of the World Jewish Congress and member of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, has just set out on a round-the- 
world tour, during which he will advocate a unified 
approach towards Jewish problems when the Peace 
Conference meets. Mr. Perlzweig’s mission will carry 
him far afield——to New Zealand, India, and the Dutch 
East Indies among other places. It thus promises to 
be, geographically speaking, at all events, a strenuous 
one. It is a little disappointing, however, that Mr. 
Perizweig’s persuasive eloquence should have been 
deemed necessary for such a purpose. The idea of a 
presentation of agreed Jewish proposals to the Peace 
Conference is so manifestly desirable and even impera- 
tive that one would have thought the dispatch of a 
special representative to insist upon it something like 
the forcing of an open door. 


It would, of course, be impossible for Mr. Perlzweig 
to engage in establishing the basis of this “ unified 
approach,” since he has set out with no mandate from 
Anglo-Jewry for such a task. Indeed, the Community 
in this country has so far scarcely come to grips with 
the problem, let alone made up its mind and expressed 
its views. The “ agenda ™ is still, as far as any measure 
of detailed agreement is concerned, a perfect blank. 
Nothing has been said as to the cost of his four-months’ 
mission. It would obviously be only fair if this were 
defrayed not by one or two bodies but by all the no 
doubt responsible and representative organisations and 


individuals who must presumably be sponsoring the 
tour. 
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WHERE JEW AND NON-JEW ARE ONE 


* In June last the Rev. J. Halpern addressed a letter 
to THe Jewish CHRONICLE, in which he suggested the 
formation of a Union of Bible Readers, as a memorial 
to the late Dr. A. M. Silbermann, who had, in the first 
instance, made the proposal to him. The purpose of 
the scheme was to promote the daily reading of a 
chapter of the Bible in Hebrew or English, with the 
members exchangiug comments or queries thereon, in 
order that the Bible might be understood in the light 
of Jewish tradition. The response to the letter surprised 
Mr. Halpern. It came not only from Jews but from 
non-Jews, and was so good that the publication was 
begun of a monthly bulletin through which members 
might keep in touch with one another, and whose con- 
tents included notes on the Prophets, Rabbinic Com- 
ments, and correspondence columns _ containing 
suggestions and ideas as well .s questions. And now 
Mr. Halpern is anxious for the further development of 
the Union, whose creation is certainly one of the happy 
things which have emerged during the tragic recent 
months. An article by Mr. Halpern on the movement 
is printed in this issue and well repays perusal. 


The Union of Bible Readers can do not a little in 
reintroducng Jews to their Scriptures, But it empha- 
sises also the one glorious and imperishable link 
between Jew and Gentile in this country, the common 
allegiance they owe to the teachings of Holy Writ—an 
allegiance and a love personified by King George V, 
who, like many other notable Englishmen, made it an 
unalterable practice to.read a chapter of the Bible every 
day. Surely in. this common sentiment and spiritual 
asociation may be found a powerful solvent of the 
difficulties that too often beset Jew and Gentile relations. 
Let the Bible be called in where statesmanship has 
failed. The world will be all the better for it! 


A LIVING WITNESS TO JEWISH LOYALTY 


BEAUTY and utility grace the proposal which Mr. A. 
Van den Bergh makes in a letter this week. Briefly, 
it amounts to. a suggestion that a forest should be 
planted on the hills of the Land of Israel, all the trees 
in which would be dedicated to the Jewish soldiers 
serving under the British flag in this war. Its beauty 
needs no stressing. Its utility consists in the fact that 
besides its benefits to health and climate, it would be a 
permanent witness to Jewish efforts for all men to see, 
as well as a recognition by Jews of their co-religionists 
sacrifices and an assurance that they are not forgotten. 
Besides all this, of course, there is the practical value 
of afforestation in the development of Eretz Yisrael by 
reason of its service to land fertility. Here, in short, is 
a proposal that should appeal to both the heart and 
the mind, not only of individuals but of communities 
and organisations longing to commemorate respected 
members who are “doing their bit.” There are more 
things than stone in which memories can linger, and in 
the noble branches of a tree they can be kept alive in 
happy and inspiring manner.

CIVIC HEADS VISIT MANCHESTER 
SOUP KITCHEN 


{From our Correspondent] 


Welcoming the Lord Mayor of Manchester (Alder- 
man H. G. White, J.P.), and the Mayor and Mayoress 
of Salford (Alderman J. A. Webb, J.P., and Mrs. Webb) 
on the occasion of the annual civic visit to the Jewish 
Soup Kitchen on Monday afternoon, Mr. R. H. 
Lisbona, the President, said that, as loyal citizens, the 
Jewish people of Manchester and Salford were trying 
to do what they could to alleviate suffering and poverty 
in the district. In sharp contrast to the lot of their 
brethren in some other countries, their lot fell in this 
enlightened country, and the work for the Soup 
Kitchen, which, though Jewish in name, was non-sec- 
tarian in character, was one of the ways in which they 
sought to show their gratitude. 

_ During the year 1939, went on Mr. Lisbona, over 
21,000 meals were given to casuals of all denominations 
and 10,000 gallons of soup and 40,000 loaves of bread 
were issued to Jewish and non-Jewish families in the 


district. 
Gratitude of the Recipients 


The civic visitors then inspected the Soup Kitchen, where 
over 60 needy people were receiving warm meals. and also 
the recently opened hall upstairs, where the applicants wait 
their turn in warmth and comfort, without being subjected 
to the public gaze, as they were in former years when 
queues were formed outside the Kitchen. The Lord 
Mayor and the Mayor spoke with many of the applicants, 
who said that the food which they received at the Kitchen 
helped them a great deal to tide over periods of poverty 
and unemployment. 

The visitors were then entertained to tea by the Com- 
mittee. Mr. Maurice Bernstein, the Treasurer, expressed 
appreciation at the civic recognition of the Soup Kitchen’s 
work. All the administration of the Kitchen, he said, was 
on a voluntary basis, and they had a wonderful Ladies’ 
Committee, headed by Mrs. M. S. Cohen. 


~ “A Noble Work,” Says Lord Mayor 


In response, ¢the Lord Mayor said that it had been an 
eye-opener to him to see what was being done at the 
Kitchen to help all of whatever creed who came for assist- 
ance. It was noble work and deserved the fullest support 
of all citizens. 

The Mayor of Salford said that he already had a good 
knowledge of the excellent work done by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, and he was now agreeably surprised at what 
was being done at the Soup Kitchen. “I hope your work, 
so long as such work is necessary, will be successful,” said 
Alderman Webb, “and it will give me much pleasure to 
report what I have seen to-day to my colleagues on the 
Council and to the members of the Salford Public Assist- 
ance Committee. Perhaps the result will be that my visit 
here to-day will prove quite fruitful.” 

Mr. Sydney Needoff Hon. Secretary, said that, in spite 
of the rapid rise in prices, the Soup Kitchen Committee 
had tried their best to maintain the quality of the meals 
served to the applicants for relief. The Mayor and 
Mavyoress of Salford, he said, had accepted an invitation 
to attend the Annual Ball on February 20th, and he hoped 
that that function, in aid of the Soup Kitchen, would be 
well supported. 

Mrs. M. S. Cohen said that the civic visit was a great 
incentive to the voluntary workers to carry on with their 
duties at the Kitchen. Dr. S. Levy pointed out that their 
Kitchen was unique in the country, in that no inquiries 
were made of applicants for relief. On behalf of the 
visitors Councillor B. Vivante and Mr. J. Lofthouse 
responded. Mr. Lucien Harris moved a vote of thanks to 
the Chairman. 


MINISTER CONDEMNS JEWISH 
SCUTTLERS ” 


Standing By Judaism 


An appeal to communal leaders to. devise means of 
Surring up religious loyalty and enthusiasm for all 
things Jewish was made by Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman 
(of the Greenbank Drive Synagogue, Liverpool, and 
formerly of the Higher Broughton Synagogue, Man- 
chester), in a lecture to the Dr. Moses Gaster Lodge of 
the B'nai B'rith at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, on 
Sunday afternoon. Bro. I. W. Goldberg presided. 

Dr. Lehrman criticised those Jews, who, as a result of 
the present war, had relapsed into a state of despair and 
were “scuttling”™ their responsibilities towards the com- 
munity. The Jewish survival was achieved during centuries 
in the midst of a war-ridden world, he said. Attacked, 
exiled, driven over the face of the earth, they were never- 
theless to-day one of the most alive and creative peoples in 
the world. 

“True.” he added, “many Jewish communities have 
received and are likely to receive in the future hard ham- 
merings; many others may be liquidated or scattered.” Yet 


unless the entire world plunged into barbarism and became 


subiect to the pathological obsessions of Teutonic “ der- 
vishes’”’—a_ condition hardly probable—they need not 
despair. “Jews will have to seek refuge again, and they 
will find it, in their own culture and faith, and in the 
development of their own communal organisations.” 

A discussion followed.

GLASGOW TALMUD TORAH 
A Serious Deficit

Further details of the projected hostel for evacuees 
at Skelmorlie were given by Mr. B. Glasser at a meeting 
of the Talmud Torah Council held last week. He said 
that Dr. Friedlander, Mr. I. Carnovsky, Mr. H. B. 
Solomon, and himself had visited the house which they 
proposed to take over for the housing of the evacuees. 
It was estimated that accommodation could be provided 
for at least 100 children. The Council wished to 
emphasise that the Community would not be involved 


i expenditure in connection with the scheme, which, 


it was felt, was the best method of solving the various 
problems arising out of the evacuation of Jewish 
children. 

Mr. L. Daets, J.P., who presided, submitted figures which 
revealed the critical financial -position of the Talmud Torah. 
He said that they were faced with a deficit of £750.° In 
subscriptions alone there had been a decline of £230 in 
1939, while the sum from the Rosh Hashana appeal had 
decreased by about £129. The. school fees for 1939 were 
about £30 less than the preceding year, and the revenue 
from charity boxes had dropped by £40. Against this 
serious reduction in revenue there had been an increase in 
expenditure, chiefly due to the cost entailed by evacuation.

The fact that non-Jewish neigh- 
bours may benefit from advice freely given by Jewish 
workers on such matters as Army allowances, hire-purchasce, 
parcels to troops, food rationing, evacuation, life insurance 
premiums, etc., does much to promote that goodwill between 
Jew and non-Jew which, if properly developed, should 
nullify the harm that might otherwise result from the 
vapourings of local Jew-baiters.

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Obituary 


MR. JOSEPH MYERS (Blackpool) 


Communal Worker and Freemason 


The death occurred last week, of Mr. Joseph Myers, 
of 82, Osbourne Road, Blackpool, in his Y4ih year. 
He was the “Grand Old 
Man ™ of the local Jewish com- 
munity, and filled every oflice 
in the United Hebrew Congre- 
gation, of which he was Presi- 
dent for two years. At the 
age of 85 he was co-opted on 
Blackpoo! Education Commit- 
tee, where he represented the 
local Jewish community tll he 
resigned at 90. 

Previously resident in Man- 
chester. Mr. Myers took an 
eee active part in its communal 
git life. He was a founder, and 
ie later a Vice-President, of the 
Victoria Memorial Jewish 
Hospital; Vice-President of the Manchester Shechita 
Board; for many years a member, and later a Trustee, 
of the Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians; within 
sixteen years was Treasurer, Hon. Secretary, and Vice- 
President of the South Manchester Synagogue: and a 
member of the Manchester Reform and Chess Clubs. 

Mr. Myers was the oldest Freemason in the North 
of England, and probably in the country. He was 
initiated, as a young man of twenty-one, into the Lodge 
of Emulation, London, where his family had resided 
since 1718. He was a founder, and for some years, 
Chaplain, of the Brotherhood Lodge, Blackpool, which 
was formed to promote goodwill between Jewish and 
non-Jewish members of the craft, and he received 
Provincial Grand Hongurs during this period. While 
still at Birmingham he was a founder, in 1875, of the 
Lodge of Israe!, a Masonic Lodge at which only kasher 
food was served 

During his thirty-three years at Blackpool, Mr. Myers 
was actively interested in public work. He was a 
member of the Blackpool Borough Liberal Association; 
and during 1915, he canvassed for recruits under the 
Derby scheme, even visiting the caravans of the gipsies 
on the sandhills 
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Moral Courage 

Jew and Gentile altke respected his moral courage, 
friendly nature, and lively interest in charitable, political, 
and religious matters. He lived through three great 
wart, for he was a boy during the Crimean War. 
Cheerful and optimistic, his philosophy was expressed 
as far back as his eighticth birthday, when the Blackpool 
Community honoured him by inscribing his name in the 
Golden Book of the J.N.F. He said then: “It has 


always been my aim to be useful to Judaism, to my - 


country, and to humanity. Though | have not been 
successful in amassing material wealth, if I have gained 
the affection and fellows I have not lived 
in vain.” He has survived his late wife by barely four 
weeks. 

Mer. C. D. LINGER writes 

By the passing of Mr. Joseph. Myers the Blackpool 
Jew? Community has lost one of its outstanding and 
notable personalities. For many years his wise counsel nas 
contributed to the direction of the affairs of this Com- 
munity and even until recent times, when unable to take 
an active part in public affairs, his advice has frequently 
been sought and valued for the wisdom he brought to bear 
on all problems. Throughout his career he was zealous 
in the protection and upholding of the honour and good 
name of his Jewish brethren and never failed to take advan- 
lage of any opportunity of enhancing the Community's 
prestige. His great wit, good humour, and quick thinking, 
allied to his profound wisdom, were attributes that won 
him a place in the affection and regard of the Blackpool 
public which will be difficult to fill. His memory will long 
be cherished, and our deepest sympathy is extended to his 
sons and daughters, who only a tew weeks ago lost their 
beloved mother. 


A tribute to the memory of Mr. Joseph Myers has been 
received from Councillor Samuel Taylor, J.P.. of Salford.

MR. LOUIS S. GREEN 
One of the Five Barmitzvah “ Boys” 


The death, last Friday. at 41, Bryan Avente, Willes- 
den, of Mr. Louis S. Green, barrister-at-law, in his 
sixty-ninth year, breaks the circle of the five Barmitzvah 
“boys” who, on their sixty-third birthday, May 26, 
1934, assembled at the Great Synagogue, Duke’s Place, 
Aldgate, to be “ called up“ to the same portions of the 
Law as they read in that Synagogue in 1884, thus 
celebrating the Jubilee of ‘their barmitzvah. They were 
Messrs. Louis S. Green (the deceased), Louis Harris, 
Ezekiel Richard Levy, James Abraham Samuel, and 
Dick Isaac Solomons. At the funeral at Willesden on 
Sunday, the four semaining barmitzvah “ boys” were 
present. 

Louis Green was the son of the late Sholey Green, 
and a relative of the late Rev. A. A. Green and Michael 
A. Green. He was a brilliant and witty speaker, a 
great-hearted and pious Jew, and a fighter against anti- 
Semitic attacks. He was a very keen freemason, and 
had been a member of the Barnato Lodge for over 20 
years. 

Last Monday, the day following the funeral, the 
deceased was to have been presented by the Barnato 
Lodge with the regalia for his installation to London 
Grand Rank.

CHIEF RABBI N. M. ADLER 
50th Anniversary of his Death 


{From a Correspondent 


Next Sunday marks the fiftieth anniversary of the 
death, at Brighton, on January 21, 1890, of Chief Rabbi 
Nathan Marcus Adler. Two days after his death, the 
funeral procession left 36, First Avenue for West 
Brighton—now Hove—Station. Those who travelled 
by the train to London Bridge Station, en route for 
Willesden Cemetery, included the three sons, Marcus N. 
Adler, Hermann Adler (then Deputy Chief Rabbi), and 
Mr. Elkan N. Adler, the still active bibliophile. 


A few of the older members of the Brighton Community 
retain vivid recollections of the occasion. Among them are 
Mr. Mark Kulp, now President of the Brighton and Hove 
Hebrew Congregation, of which he has been a member for 
Sixty-six years. He was a constant attendant at the Minyan 
which used to meet regularly at Dr. Adler’s Brighton 
residence for some years prior to his death. 

Others who remember attending these meetings for wor- 
ship are Mr. Kulp’s cousins, Messrs. Bernard and Albert 
Davis, whose father, the late Wolff Davis, was for many 
years Warden of the local Congregation. Mr. Bernard 
Davis is also a former Parnass of the Brighton Synagogue. 
He and his brother belong to, the longest-established Jewish 
family in Brighton, and their antiques shop in North Street 
has several times been visited by Queen Mary and other 
members of the Royal Family. 

Another veteran communal worker who attended ‘the

The two Condor models seen here (at 
the top right and in the centre) are typical 
of tendencies in the hats that will be worn 
this season. The black bowler fits closely 
and has a fringe of black silk that covers 
the back and extends down to the 
wearer’s neck. The Edwardian cap of 
tulle has a cascade of tulle at the back. 

The Connor sports hat at the top on 
the right is trimmed with a Petersham 
band and follows classic lines. 


Turbans and Straws 


Turban hats continue to be greatly in 
demand, above all by women who travel 
and who find them easy to pack. They 
will no doubt play an important part in 
the styles worn when the spring weather 
comes. 

In Paris, straw hats generally make 
their appearance during the last week of 
January or at the beginning of February. 
New straw materials are being shown 
which have a fine lacy appearance and 
of which the fitting shapes can readily be 
made. There will be seen a number of 
Breton sailors, as well as the small boater 
which made its debut last spring.

If you have a tiered steamer the whole 
of the dinner in the first menu could be 
cooked on one unit of heat, but in any case 
only the top of the stove will be needea. 

Choose a piece of meat about three 
pounds in weight and tie neatly into shape 
with tape or string. For the vegetables have 
Carrots, turnips, onions, parsnips, and, if 
available, a little celery, and cook sufficient 
vegetables not only to serve with the meat 
but enough for two days’ vegetable soup 
also. So allow about one pound of carrots, 
three or four turnips, two parsnips, six 
onions, and a small head of celery. Prepare 
the vegetables, leave onions whole, and cut 
the rest into large pieces. 

The meat will take about one and three- 
quarter hours after coming to the boil. 
Put in a saucepan and just cover with warm 
water, add half a dozen peppercorns and a 
sprig of parsley and a bay -leaf, and bring 
siowly to the boil. Simmer for three- 
quarters of an hour, skim well, add the 
vegetables, and continue to cook gently till 
done. Add dumplings 40 mins. before dishing. 

Dumplings: Flour, 4 ozs.; chopped suet. 


14 oO7zs.; salt, pepper, parsley, and mixed 
herbs. Add finely chopped suet to flour; 
season well with salt and pepper, a pinch of 
herbs, and a little chopped parsley. Mix 
to a stiff dough with cold water: and with 
floured hands roll into small balls. 


Chocolate Pudding 


Flour, 3 ozs. Chocolate powder, 
Water. 14 ozs. 

Margarine, 3. ozs. Granulated sugar, 
One large ec 2 ozs 

Essence of vanilla. Baking powder, 


| teaspoonful. 

Disso_veé chocolate powder in very little. 
water, beat margarine and sugar to a cream; 
and add dissolved chocolate and lightly 
beaten egg. Sieve flour and baking powder, 
fold in lightly, and add a drop or two of 
vanilla. Turn into a greased basin, cover, 
and steam for two hours. 

Vegetable Soup 

Make liquor from meat up to two quarts, 
and cook in it till tender a tablespoonful 
each of rice and barley; then add the left- 
over vegetables cut into small pieces. The 
following day, rub what is left through a 
sieve and serve as a purée. 

Bake sufficient potatoes for the following 
day's bubble and squeak, also for meat pie. 

(The soup can be heated in the oven in a 
casserole or short-handled saucepan.) 


Cabbage Salad 
CHoose a large cabbage, shred sufficient 
of the heart, and dress with French dressing. 
Boil the remainder for the following day's 
bubble and squeak. 


Meat Pie 

PUT remaining meat through mincer, 
using every scrap of fat; add two breakfast- 
cups of mashed potato; season with salt, 
pper, and onion powder; and bind with a 
ten egg. Press down smoothly in a fire- 
roof dish, and bake in a moderate oven 

or about three-quarters of an hour. 


Stuffed Apples 
Core the apples and fill up space with 
seediess raisins. scatter a few in the dish, 
and pour round two tablespoonfuls of

CHILDREN AND WAR 


How to Answer their Questions 


WELL-KNOWN PSYCHOLOGIST’S 
VIEWS 


Hitler as Dictator of the Home 


Dr. Emanuel Miller, the noted psychologist, was very 
helpful on Sunday afternoon. He was speaking at the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road 
N.W., on “ What to tell children about the war.” and, 
as a result, at least one person felt somewhat better 
equipped to deal with the very many awkward ques- 
tions that children are asking (writes a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative). Rabbi Dr. I. 1. Mattuck 
presided. 

The subject, began Dr. Miller, was difficult because 
they had to understand the whole problem of the child. 
and to do this they had to touch upon the whole sub- 
ject of human psychology. 

When a child asked: “ Why are we at war?” he was 
probably not asking questions about the present war at 
all, but was interested in the reactions of his own 
nature. They, as parents, had first to establish a point 
of view based on what the child was struggling with. 


The Child’s Mental Activity 


Dr. Miller outlined some of the basic principles of 
the mental activity of the child, and showed how 
irrationality—fears and desires, impulses, and other 
_ instincts—played a predominant part. 


Answers to questions such as, “ Why is there a war? 


Why are people killing one another? Why is killing 
praised, although | am told I must preserve my life?” 
had to be answered differently for different age groups. 
They must be dealt with either as a superficial analysis, 
or as a deep analysis, of the child’s inquiries. 

For instance, the question “ What is a bomb?” may 
express the violent, passionate activity of the child. In 
other words, most of the machines of destruction were 
represented not so much as things that killed but as 
representations of his own violent disposition. Dr. 
Miller believed that it was idle to attempt to insulate 
such a child, because he already had got those images. 
To him a pebble on the beach was just as violent as a 
gun. 


The Young Age Group 


In the young age group they need not fear questions 
of a violent nature. The best way of dealing with that 
was to let the child act it out itself.. To a large extent 
the child was afraid of its own destructiveness, and it 
therefore got a great deal of satisfaction from knowing 
that its explosive propensities were also part of the 
world. Isolating the child tended to make it suspicious 
that there was a world of mystery outside. 

Any mystification of war was a bad thing. That did 
not mean that they had to give regular talks on war. 
The wisest thing to do was to await the child's questions, 
and make sure whether the questions dealt with a real 
or an imaginary world. The child under three dealt 
with an imaginary world, because he was concerned 
with his own inner experiences. 

Dr. Miller believed that the majority of children under 
the age of five who passed judgments about Hitler 
were passing them about their fathers. Hitler repre- 
sented the bad elements in the father, who was the 
dictator of the home. It was easy to answer the ques- 
tions of the very young child, because they were put 
to get tensions relaxed. The less questioning the 
children were about their parents, the less questions 
there would be about the war. Many of the questions 
put by children were due to the turmoil in their tmme- 
diate lives. 


uder Than Words 


Difficulties arose later iq childhood, when a character 
formation had developed, and when the child had 
mastered many of his instinctive longings. The child 
was then in a position to make contact with reality. 
The war was then a real thing, and questions had 
seriously to be dealt with, because the child was talking 
of reality. At that age the question of isolation was 
important. They had to use some insulating mechan- 
ism. Many of the answers to questions were given by 
the actions of parents, and not by their words. Parents 
who were, for example, steady in an emergency gave 
the best answers. 

In the period when the child entered puberty, and 
was on the threshold of adolescence, answers had care- 
fully to be thought out, because many of the old 
irrational fears were beginning to well up again. Some- 
times it was the siletice of the child that needed answer- 
ing; and questions would probably be about violence, 
because he felt that he had violence in him. The child 
was torn between the rational and the irrational. A

FAKING THE CHILDREN HOME 


Miss Anita Engle, a young Canadian journalist, who 
has spent three years in Palestine, and who has been 
working here for the Youth Aliyah, is to accompany 
the largest single group of refugee children yet to leave 
these shores for Palestine. She will watch them as they 
settle down in their new environment, visit them in the 
settlements in which they will live, and generally keep 
an eye on them. The group, numbering 25, ts to leave 
here at the beginning of February They are being 
drawn trom -several of the Youth Aliyah traiming 
centres. 


KINDLING ENTHUSIASM 


They certainly go in for things in a big way in 
America. The current HADASSAH NEWSLETTER, which 
has just reached me, prints two pictures of the Annual 
Convention of that women’s organisation, both dealing 
with the scene at the coming in o! the Sabbath. The first 
shows Mrs. David de Sola Pool, the newly-elected 
President of Hadassah, kindling the first Sabbath light 
in a candelabrum, before the admiring glances of her 
sister-delegates—and beyond the candelabrum =§ are 
serried row upon row of candles all wajting for the 
kindling. The second picture shows many of the ladies 
after the ‘candles were all lit “ blessing the Sabbath 
lights after the Friday evening session.” I don't know 
which look more brilliant, the candles or the ladies! 


THE FUTURE OF YIDDISH 


A colleague’s experience recently prompts the ques- 
tion: “ What are the future prospects of Yiddish in 
England?” He attended a meeting in the East End 
of London where the Chairman introduced a lecturer 
in English, but the lecturer preferred to give her address 
in Yiddish. At the finish the Chairman called on one 
of the Hon. Secretaries to propose a vote of thanks. 
That young lady promptly and unashamedly replied 
that she was the most unsuitable person to do so, as she 
did not know Yiddish and had therefore not under- 
stood the speaker. It is not an isolated phenomenon, 
nor is it confined to England. I myself some. years 
ago at a Yiddish theatre in Russia heard parents 
explain the action of the plays to their children in 
Russian. And with the virtual destruction of Polish 
Jewry. or at least the stoppage for an unknowable period 
of its Yiddish “ exports,” how is that language going to 
he fostered here? The task of Dr. Birnbaum and Mr, 
Leftwich, it seems, will grow in magnitude!

They 
had to make the child feel that its parents trusted them- 
selves. Many of the besetting fears of children were 
based on the fact that they feared that their parents 
were afraid.

HABONIM 


May we thank you for your reference last week to the 
parlous state of Habonim finances. Habonim has been 
active in the Community for over ten years, during which 
time its increasing activities have been recorded in your 
columns. Our work has been of paramount importance 
in bringing home io the children and young people of the 
Community a knowledge and understanding of their 
Judaism, and a deeper appreciation of Jewish values. Yet 
from a financial point of view, we have always been amongst 
the Cinderellas. When the Movement was in its infancy, 
progress did not depend so much upon our finances, and we 
were able to continue our work through the donations of a 
few friends. To-day, with a membership of nearly 4,000 
this is no longer possible. Proper central organisation has 
to be maintained, visits have to be paid to scattered areas, 
educational material has to be provided. To cover the work 
we could do, we should need a much larger budget than the 
£1,000 a vear we have set ourselves. But apart from a 
small grant of £100 a year from the Zionist Federation, and 
for this year £500 from the Jewish National Fund, we have 
had to depend upon the personal canvassing of our own 
members. The Board of Education, the Ministry of Health, 
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the Standing Conference of Juvenile Youth Organisations, 
and local education authorities have recognised our work. 
Yet, when a Central Committee was set up in our own Com- 
munity to deal with the problems of evacuation, it was not 
found necessary to invite our representation. We have plans 
for establishing new groups and sending leaders to run 
them; for training younger people to take the place of large 
numbers of our members who have joined up in H.M. 
Forces; for providing regular and complete educational 
material; and for going ahead with the Scholarship Scheme 
in order to maintain contact with Palestine. If support is 
not forthcoming, we shall have no alternative but to curtail 
our activities to such an extent that the value of the work 
we are doing must be almost completely lost.—Mr. JoserH

Many of your readers must have been distressed to read 
your editorial note on the desperate plight of Habonim. 
Those of us who have been evacuated can testify to the 
vigour and enthusiasm with which this movement tackled 
the problem of children suddenly cut off from all contact 
with things Jewish. Some might have thought that here 
was a case suitable for the assistance of the Jewish Youth 
Fund. Never strong enough to fulfil all their obligations, 
the Zionist Youth organisations of this country may well 
be called upon to play a decisive role in the future. These 
movements should lay aside the many and important 
differences of function which divide them and concentrate 
on building a solid foundation for future work. As an 
initial step, the launching of a United Zionist Youth 
Appeal should finally resolve the financial worries which

EVACUATION HOSTEL 


Since the outbreak of war, efiorts have been made by our 
Committee to create a Jewish home for evacuated children 
in a safety area not too far from London. An evacuation 
hostel will shortly be opened at the Old Vicarage, Tyler's 
Green, High Wycombe, Bucks, where up to forty children 
will be able to enjoy security combined with a good Jewish 
education under the guidance of an experienced Jewish 
housemaster. There are facilities for secular education, 
elementary, secondary, and technical schools being in the 
neighbourhood. The London Jewish Community, I feel, 
will be interested in the experiment, which will benefit 
Anglo-Jewish children as well as refugees. The. Committee 
is prepared to consider applications from parents and 
refugee committees. The cost of keeping a child is approxi- 
mately one guinea per week. The Committee would also 
be grateful for gifts or loans of furniture, etc., as certain 
things are still needed.—Rapet Dr. E. Munk (Chairman, 
Children's Care Committee, Golders Green Beth Hamed- 
rash), Broadwalk Lane, Golders Green Road, N.W.11. 


THE PRICE OF MATZOT 


I must protest most strongly against “ Anti-Profiteer’s ” 
statement, in your issue of January 5, that “All the Matzot, 
wrappings, coal, etc., had been lying in the factories long 
before the war” as the obvious implication is that the 
Matzot “lying in the factories” had been there a con- 
siderable time and are thus not fresh. As far as this firm 
is concerned, apart from the facts given in our previous 
letter, it was only coincidence that our prices were revised 
at the beginning of the war, and we are prepared to prove 
this should any responsible person so wish. Your corre- 
spondent “ Anti-Profiteer” asserts that non-Jewish biscuit 
manufacturers have not increased prices. This is only true 
of the higher priced biscuits. It is not true, as “Anti- 
Profiteer” asserts, that Matzo is baked only between 
Chanucah and Pesach. It is baked fresh according to the 
requirements: of retail shops throughout the year. When 
it has been demonstrated that costs in other directions have 
increased, how can he logically state that a small rebate in 
one item (war risk insurance) can be made a source of 
benefit to the community. He states that the petty extent 
of increase of coal and petrol costs does not justify a 25 
per cent. increase in price of Matzo. As the price has only 
been increased Id. per lb., that means he has paid only 
4d. a lb. for Matzo pre-war. I have yet to learn of any 
good quality Matzo at that price.—Mr. M. Lapipus (Matzo 
Manufacturer), 15, Mount Pleasant, Manchester.

ASSOCIATION OF LONDON RABBIS 
Inadequate Salaries 


[COMMUNICATED] 


At an Executive meeting of the Association of London 
Rabbis held recently, a report was received from the Chief 
Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council for refugees. It was 
stated that the funds of the Council were exhausted, and it 
must soon cease its activity. This would cause great distress 
among the many who were supported by the Council and 
who included some noted Rabbis Many Rabbis and 
preachers of the smaller Synagogues were not receiving their 
full salaries because the Synagogue incomes had decreased 
and there were no reserves upon which to draw. The larger 
Synagogues and organisations, which had large reserves, 
contended that these moneys could not be used except for 
their original purpose. 

It was decided to issue an appeal explaining to those 
bodies that not only may such reserves be utilised but that 
it was a sin to allow this money to lie idle at such a time.

STANDARD, followed with a talk on “ Was the Peace Ireaty 
Just?" The German leaders of to-day, he said, shared 
with those of the last war the idea that they were the chosen 
nation. Germany had been secretly arming long before 
the advent of Hitler. Mr. Golding maintained that the 
peace terms of the Versailles Treaty were not severe enough. 
Hitlerism was Kaiserism and Bismarckism all over again, 
and until it was crushed they could never obtain peace. 

Mr. W. S. Kennedy, President of the Stage Society, out- 
lined his conception of the Drama. The late Ernst Toller’s 
plays, he said, always had a topical interest.

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Young Israel 
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The Inside and Outside 


BY AUNTIE 
Vee as my girl readers will 


know, you can tell whether a coat is 


a good one by a reference to the lining 


or the size of the hem. The outside can 
be gauged by the inside. Sometimes the 
reverse is true. You can often tell what 
the inside is like by a reference to the out- 
side. If, for example, someone is soberly 
and neatly dressed, we can get some idea 
of that person's character. In life it is 
necessary for full understanding to study 
externals. History is largely a closed book 
if we fail to study the outside forces, the 
surrounding circumstances, of events. In 
understanding much about Jews and 
Judaism, similarly it is necessary to look 
to externals Ihe Jew himself, Judaism 
itself, does not supply the full answer with- 
out reference to something else. Let me 
exemplify this. 


EGYPTIAN DARKNESS 


There is much 1m the Pentateuch and in 
Jewish ways of thought that can only be 
explained by a reference to Egypt. The 
Jewish love of liberty, the Israelite’s passion 
for freedom, can: be appreciated when it is 
remembered that our fathers were slaves in 
Egypt. Some people have found it strange 
that in the Pentateuch there are few direct 
references to the life after death. We can 
understand the reason for. this by con- 
sidering the religious system of Egypt from 
which Israel had fled. There everything 
centred round the idea of death and life 
with the gods in the nether-world. Moses 
sought to turn the thoughts of his people 
to life, to correct the morbid dwelling upon 
death and the idolatrous ideas of the 
Egyptians among whom they had dwelt. 
The religion which he placed in their hands 
was a religion of life governed by one God, 
Again and again he warned them against 
the abominations of the Egyptians, for we 
know that in the dark, tomb-like temples of 
Egypt horrid practices were carried out in 
the name of religion. This was Israel's re- 
action to Egypt. 


LAWS OF ISRAEL 


So if we examine many of the fine laws 
of Israel we shall find that they were the 
outcome of a revolt against what went on 
among the surrounding nations. The laws, 
for instance, dealing with kindness to the

stranger. Tolstoy has pointed out that the 
command to love the stranger was uttered 
at a time when the principal ambition of 
the races and nations consisted in crushing 
and enslaving one another. The Jewish 
laws dealing with kindness to animals were 
a direct answer to the cruelties practised by 
the barbarian nations of the time. 


EXCLUSIVENESS 
It cannot be too often recalled that the 
regulations which kept: Israel as a ple 


apart and to itself were framed largely 


because of the impure practices of the sur- 
rounding nations, to mix with whom would 
have meant degradation for the Jew. We 
are accused of being proud and priggish 
becatise of our exclusiveness, but when we 
compare the pure and gentle lives lived by 
our ancestors through the dark ages with 
the brutality, immorality, and impiety of 
many ancient and medieval peoples, we can- 
not help being glad that, partly by our own 
choice and partly by reason of the persecu- 
tion of the rulers under whose sway we 
passed, the Jewish people were kept 
uncontaminated. 

The ghetto was forced upon the Jew, but 
in it our fathers developed that beautiful 
home-life which is so distinctive of our 
people and which did so much to preserve 
us in troubled times. 


Or Two WorRLDS 


There are other reactions to externals 
which we may discern in our study of 
Jewish history and Jewish life. Persecution 
drove the Jew in upon himself and made 
him a student. He took refuge in Torah 
and Talmud. He became an intellectual 
force. But if he was a citizen of the world 
of the spirit, exile made him a citizen not 
of one country merely but of all. He 
became a great traveller. He spoke many 
languages. He was able to_ interpret 
different civilisations to one another. He 
helped to open the wisdom of the East for 
the benefit of the West. He assisted in 
making the treasures of Greece and Rome 
available to the modern world. Restrictive 
laws again forced him to specialise in 
particular trades and callings. His inter- 
national connections made him the world’s 
merchant and banker. His intellectual equip- 
ment and curiosity drove him into the 
domains of philosophy and science. Jewish 
names figure in the leadership of most new 
intellectual and spiritual movements. 

All this shows that we cannot explain the 
Jew merely by himself. He is what he is 
by reason of all sorts of forces reacting 
upon him. It is this that makes Jewish study 
in its widest forms so interesting and 
fascinating. And the outside is as important 
as the inside if you would know the whole 
story.

CONFUSION AT BURLINGTON HOUSE 


Already in these columns I have remarked that | find 
it difficult to view any exhibition with more than fifty 
pictures; so when I say that there are two thousand two 
hundred and nineteen works at the United Artists’ Exhi- 
bition at the Royal Academy, perhaps my readers will 
foresee my reaction. 

The generosity of the Academy and of all the artists 
should receive the warmest thanks. Half the pro- 
ceeds of any work sold is to benefit the Red Cross and 
the Artists’ General Benevolent Institution; and, par- 
ticularly now, when artists are so extremely hard hit 
by the war, this is indeed a praiseworthy gesture. 

Each year as the Royal Academy exhibitions become 
duller and duller, the habitués exclaim (as they say about 
PUNCH), it is not what it used to be, and the cognoscenti 
throw up their hands in ever greater despair. 


Something of Everything 


The Academy has this time thrown open its galleries 
to adherents of all schools, from miniature portraits and 
allegoric illustration to surrealism. There is something 
to suit all tastes, provided one can stay the pace. In 
point of fact, the result is definitely a failure. 

There are two main reasons for this. One: the works 
are sO many and the walls are so crammed that the 
-human eye tires and the brain reels at the mental feast. 
Two: the difficujty of seeing anything at all in this vast 
melée is enormous, and how much greater it becomes 
when to the number of things displayed is added the 
confusion caused by the completely different attitudes 
of the painters to their work. 

Roughly speaking, artists can be divided into two cate- 
gories. Those who have a talent to portray or repro- 
duce natural objects, a scene, portraits, still-life, an alle- 
gorical or symbolic idea, with the object of giving 
pleasure or pointing a moral. And“those who, through 
their inner: vision, attempt to create in terms of their 
medium an experience and a new harmony, a world 
within the world. (Among famous and established 
artists, Landseer belonged to the first, Blake to the 
second, category.) 


The Strain is Too Great 


Within both these categories are found failures and 
successes, but their aims and effects are so vastly dif- 
ferent, though often these terms are identical, that the 
strain imposed upon even the trained eye is too great: 
and the result is nothing but confusion. 

There has, it is true, been some attempt to difleren- 
tiate the pictures. Marine paintings are segregated in 
Gallery V and miniatures in the small South Room. So 
if | seem unfair in criticising this exhibition it must be 
put down to my physical inability to see many of the 
good pictures that assuredly are there, but lost in the 
welter. 

Among the sculptors, Jacob Epstein, Gertrude 
Hermes, Benno Elkan, Barbara Hepworth, and Leon 
Underwood all have representative and interesting work. 

What I Liked 

Elsie Farleigh is a newcomer to general exhibition; 
although she has shown at and is a member of the 
-London Group, she is almost unknown to the general 
public. She has two works here, and her “Portrait of the 
Artist” is a lovely work. Among the other portraits, 
“ A Woman in a White Jacket,’ by Bernard Meninsky, 
stands out because of its original and rich colour har- 
mony, its strong draughtsmanship and the exquisite bal- 
ance between the portrayal of a living personality and 
the artist’s vision. 

I liked “ Man with a Beard,” by William Coldstream, 
“ Breton Child,” by Ethel Martin, “The Right Hon. 
George Lansbury,” by Silvia Gosse, “ Mary,” by Enid 
Soloman, and “ Portrait of a Painter,” by Lynton Lamb. 

| also liked paintings by Raymond Coxon, Kenneth 
Martin, Claude Rogers, Celia Bedford (whose mind has 
such a sprightly twist), Geoffrey Tibble, Kenneth Rown- 
tree, Nadia Benois, Mary Potter and John B. Souter, 
whose “ North Light,” although an anachronism, is an 
interesting composition and a very clever piece of 

inting.

It should be emphasised that there is no fundamental 
change in the confident undertone of the market. This 
is reflected in the steadiness of Colonial and similar 
issues, in which there has been little speculative 
business.

SATISFACTORY YEAR'S OPERATIONS 
DIVIDEND AND BONUS MAINTAINED 


The cighteenth annual general mecting of Michael Nairn and 
Greenwich, Limited, was held on January 17 at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C 

Sir Robert Spencer-Nairn, Bt., presided, and read the address 
of Sir Michael Nairn, Bt., the Chairman of the Company, who 
was unable to be present through indisposition. 

In the course of his address, he said: The net revenue recetved 
from investments, etc. is £227,019 Is. 6d., compared with 
£741,195 14s. 11d. for 1938, and as our mecome is received after 
deduction of income tax you will readily appreciate that the 
decrease in our revenue is due entirely to the increase in the 
standard rate of income tax from ‘4s. 6d. to 7s. in the £. In 
spite, however, of this serious additional impost, the Board are 
in a position to recommend for the fifth year in succession a 
dividend of 124 per cent., with a bonus of 24 per cent., less 
income tax. The amount carried forward is £63,203 8s. 7d., 
which compares with £63,184 9s. 3d. in the previous year. 
These figures have been arrived at after full provision has been 
made in the accounts of our subsidiary companies for deprecia- 
tion and a continuance of the policy of maintaining adequate 

In addition to the reserves. it has been the practice tor our 
subsidiary companies to provide for any increase in income tax 
that might seem possible to forecast. The very large increase 
made necessary by the war was not, of course, foreseen, but the 
provision made last year under this heading to a considerable 
extent relieved the situation this year. I think you will agree 
that in these difficult times this must be regarded as a very 


satisfactory result of the year’s operations of our various 
associated companies. 
WAR-TIME CONDITIONS 


When I addressed the shareholders at our annual meeting last 
year I stated the view expressed by the Prime Minister a little 
earlicr that 1939 would prove a more peaceful year than 1938, 
This view reflected, | am afraid, an earnest hope rather than 
an unqualitied belief that the pledges given by the present ruler 
of Germany would not be dishonoured. Unfortunately, that 
hope has been falsified by the events of the last few months, 
and to-day our nation for the second time within twenty-one 
years is at war with Germany and the policy of aggression in 
Europe for which she stands. We are now committed to a 
struggle which will tax our resources to the utmost and which 
will call for’ that courage, endurance, and sacrifice which enabled 
our country and its Allies to emerge triumphant from the Great 
War of 1914-1918, when the same enemy launched its attack 
on the freedom of Europe. 

The successful direction of the war requires and will largely 
depend upon the whole-hearted enlistment and loyal co-operation 
of every section of our national life. It is already manifest that 
a large part of the nation’s normal trade and industry is bound 
to be dislocated to some extent by the exigencies of the times. 
Sacrifices will inevitably have to be made and private interests 
will become subordinated to the country’s urgent need. 

We are confident that a definite demand will continue to 
exist for linoleum of all kinds, but we are certain to encounter 
serious difficulties: in obtaining essential raw materials, the 
supply of most of which is to-day controlled by the Government. 


RISE IN RAW MATERIALS 


The cost of raw materials since the war started has risen 
very considerably, this increase being mainly accounted for by 
increases in freight and insurance, as well as a drop in the 
exchange value of the £ sterling. Provided, however, that wages 
generally throughout the country can be maintained at more or 
less their present level, there would not seem to be any reason 
for any further violent increases in the cost of materials. We 


hope, therefore, that although our companies, in common with 


other linoleum manufacturers, had recently to advance their 
prices in order to some extent to meet the enhanced cost of 


production, it will not be necessary to add further to this 


advance in price. 

The burden borne by private industrial enterprise to-day is 

an exacting one. Within the last three years National Defence 
Contribution, Excess Profits Tax, and a heavy increase in the 
standard rate of income tax have made their appearance 
together with compulsory expenditure on A.R.P. and War Risks 
Insurance, and have already added to the heavy load laid on 
the shoulders of industry.

_ Although the trading period covered by our results for 1939 
includes rather less than two months of the actual war period— 
and may therefore be regarded as a peace-time result—your 
Directors enter upon the present year in good heart.

THE NATIONAL BUILDING SOCIETY 
INVESTORS’ INCOME MAINTAINED 


The ninetiecth annual general meeting of the National Building 
Society was held at Southern House, Cannon Street, London, 
on January 12, 1940. Mr. Stanley C. Ramsey, F.R.1.B.A., 
(Deputy-Chairman), was in the Chair, and explained that Mr. 
W. F. Foster, F.R.1.B.A., F.S.1., Chairman of the Society, was 
absent owing to illness. Mr. Ramsey then proceeded to read 
the speech prepared by the Chairman, in which he stated that 
the outbreak of war did not find the Society unprepared.

On the administrative side, 
the Society had acquired premises outside London, where 
documents were stored and where the work could be carried 
on without interruption. The organisation had been adapted 
to war conditions with complete success. 

At the end of the year, the balance-shect showed, members’ 
Share Capital stood at £26,866,166, and Deposits at £4,483,365. 
The increase in the standard rate of income tax under the 
Emergency Budget had brought about a substantial increase io 
the gross equivalent of the interest on shares in the Society, 
which was paid free of income tax. 34 per cent. free of income 
tax was now equal to a gross yield of £5 7s. 8d. per cent. 
Where most investors in other securities were facing a cut in 
their incomes, shareholders in the Society continued to receive 
the same income, the increase in income tax being borne by 
the Society. Income tax and N.D.C. together had absorbed 
£297,028 during the year. 

Mortgage advances during the year totalled £3,837,000, and 
the Society's total mortgage assets were now £34,089,070. The 
balance of profit for the year, £1,184,010, was allocated as 
follows: (1) Share Interest £947,606, (2) General Reserve £75,000 
(3) Reserve No. 2 £124,209. Total reserves now equalled 


£2,322,618. 

The Chairman paid tribute to the devoted work of the staff 
during the year. e vacancy on the Board caused by the death 
of the late Mr. ag Elkington had been filled by the election 
of Mr. C. Lovett Gill, F.R.I.B.A. 

The Government had acknowledged the principle of com- 
pensating owners of property damaged by enemy action, and 
the Society was strongly protected against war risks by the 
wide poseraprace’ spread of its mortgage assets. Concluding, 
the Chairman said the Board were looking to the future in a 
spirit of reasoned optimism. Investments would continue to be 
accepted without any special restrictions.

ANGLO-ECUADORIAN OILFIELDS 


OUTLOOK IN WARTIME 

The adjourned twenty-first annual general meeting of the 
Anzlo-Ecuadorian Oilfields, Ltd.. was held on January 16 at 
Winchester House, London, E.C. 

Mr. H. C. R. Williamson (the Chairman) said that the net 
oOp-iating income was down by £94,00, due mainly to the lower 
prices ruling for crude of, two cuts having been made m the 
autumn of 1938. Further reductions had been made in August, 
1939, but, on a drastic shutting-in of production, prices had 
been restored after a few weeks to the June 30 level. Owing to 
the political situation in Ecuador, they could not expect con- 
sideration of the various questions at issue and a redress of 
their grievances until a stable Government took office. — 

Work on the field had continued normally, production tncreas- 
ing by 4,112 tons to 274,874 tons, a record figure. Work had 
been hampered by excessive rains and a severe epidemic of 
malaria. The trading results obtained once again served to 
emphasise how dependent they were on American prices for 
crude oil. Considering the reduction in those prices as com- 
pared with the preceding accounting year, the higher cost of all 
material, the increase in wages rendered necessary by the 
increased cost of living in Ecuador, and the direct losses and 
delays occasioned by the excessive rains, great credit was due 
to the field manager and his staff for their administration 

The oil industry, like every other major industry in the world, 
was dominated by the war. The outbreak of hostilities had been 
followed not by a general rise in prices but by a maintenance 
of, or insignificant rise in, f.o.b. prices. The price structure of 
gasoline was by no means stable, though the crude situation 
appeared to be fairly well in hand. War had produced many 
factors tending to increase the cost of production, among them 
increased freights and insurances, increased cost of material and 
plant, and higher taxation. There was also a greater tendency 
to Government intervention and control. It was obvious that 
their prospects were largely dominated by the war. War was 
not, in the long run, generally beneficial to the oil industry. 
What was required was a state of peace and confidence. Then 
would oil really come into its own 

How they were going to fare in the current year none could 
Say with any degree of accuracy; there were too many imponder- 
able factors. They were, however continuing to develop their 
lands and to produce in as 2xconqmical a manner as possible. 
They were liquid and sound financially. So much was in their 
favour. For the rest, they must look to the price of American 
crude oil as having the principal influence on their results He 

»ped that they might next meet in a more peaceful atmosphere 
with the war well won and negotiations for a lasting peace at 
any rate well begun.

A FILM CREDIT BANK? 
Board of Trade Scheme 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


Financial aid—where and how to obtain it—has been 
the main worry of -producers and exhibitors in this 
country for some months. Now, after many talks with 
the Board of Trade, it seems that the problem will be 
solved by the creation of a Film Credit Bank. The 
Board will put some thousands of pounds into a pool, 
from which accredited producers will be able to draw 
lor making films. This scheme would also help the 
independent exhibitors if they decided to carry out their 
plan—described in this column recently —for sponsoring 
some British studio. 

With the financial worry lifted, another has come 
to take its place. This time it is the Americans. Owing 
to war-time restrictions on taking money out of 
England, American companies are accumulating frozen 
credits here—the profits from their films. There has 
been much speculation as to what the Americans would 
do with this money. Now, the trade believes it knows. 
The assets will be used to buy up English cinema circuits 
and studios. But do the owners of these circuits have 
to sell? They may be forced to. They may find 
American films becoming harder and harder to come 
by and the price becoming higher and higher.
